I. INTB0DU0T0&7. 


1. The following Regidations respecting Clothing and 
Necessaries for the Begular Forces, are promulgated for the 
information and guidance of OflScers concerned. The details 
of garments or articles for issue, the periods of duration, and 
the other instructions contained therein, will be strictly adhered 
to, and no Officer will direct or knowingly permit any deviation 
whatever from these Regulations, nor any deviation from the 
sealed patterns of Clothing or Necessaries, without special 
sanction. 

2. The ' Surveyor-General of the Ordnance being, subject 
to the approval of the Secretary of State, responsible for the 
provision and supply of Clothing and Necesparies to the Regular 
Forces, in such quantities, and at such dates, as are set foi-th in 
these Regulations, the Director of Clothii:g, in receiving and 
dealing with correspondence and requisitions as hereinafter 
prescribed, will act under the instructions of the Surveyor- 
General. 

n. DUTIES OF GENERAL OFFIOEBS COMMAKDiKa. 

3. General Officers Commanding will take care that the Besponsibilitj

provide for the requirements of the sei-vice, making a report 
thereof, without delay, to the Director of Clothing. 

5. Where a deficiency of any article of Clothing or Neces- 
saries exists in one Regiment or Corps in a District or Com- 
mand, and other Hegiments or Corps in such District or Com- 
mand can supply the deficiency out of surplus articles in their 
possession, the General Officer Commanding will direct the 
requisite transfer to be made by voucher in the usual manner.

7. Officers Commanding Regiments of Cavalry and Infantry, 
Batteries of Artillery, Companies of Royal Engineers, Companies

42. At Aldershot, such soldiers Will Wear tlie T^ardefA' 
uniform, with the addition of boots d,ccording to the i^icale 1^ 
down for infentry. 

Sergeants of Regimeil'ti^ 6t Corp6' will, wMlst pBr^ortning 
the duties of Provost-Sergeants, ^esx me unifbrta or the Regi- 
ment or Corps to which they beloilg. 

44. Band Clothing Will be ^floWed for b6j^^, in addifioh 
to the regulated dumber of baridsihto, on the linderstaiiding that, 
except in the Roy^l Artillerj^ and Royal JEiigiiieel'iS, the' di^f- 
ence in cost between Rank etnd Fife and B^iid Glottiidg' Will be 
defrayed by the Regimenti^ or Corps. Clothiiig for extrd Pipef s 
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•will, however, not be allowed, except as laid down in Para- 
graph 46. 

45. Depots of Highland Regiments which have pipers on the Pipers of 
establishment of the Regiment will be allowed Clothing for two S"*^^*^** 
Pipers. ®^ 

46. In the Scots Guards two extra Pipers, and in the 21st, Pipen in 
25th and 26th Foot, all the Pipers, may be supplied with Clothing Scots Guards 
of that rank, but not at the public expense. Clothing of ranK 25th"ana^ 
and file quality need not, however, be drawn for them. 26th*root. 

47. Boys in the Brigade of Foot Guards, under training as Boys in Foot 
tailors or shoemakers, will be clothed as laid down at page 160, ^^^f^ binder 
imtil, in the opinion of Officers Commanding, they should be SotT &^ 
clothed similarly to the rest of the Regiment. 

48. Clothing for soldiers attached to other Corps will be Men attached, 
demanded and will be supplied to them by the Officer Com- 
manding their own Regiment, Corps, Battery, or Company. 

Any compensation to which they may become entitled will also 
be charged in the accoimts of the Regiment or Corps to which 
the soldiers belong. 

49. Shoeing Smiths, boys employed as Trmnpeters, or shoeing 
being trained for Trumpeters, and mounted Non-Commissioned Smith* and 
Officers in the Royal Artillery will be clothed as mounted men. ^°y*- 

60. Soldiers of the Army Hospital Corps attached to Regi- ^^y 
ments wiU wear the uniform of the Army Hospital Corps. Cora. 

6L The period of wear for head-dresses will count from the Head-dre^se^ 
date when actually issued to the soldier. Should oircumstaDcefiJ ^ coxmt frpm 
arise in which it is found that they will not last the prescribed ®^ ^^^' 
period, a statement of the case, together with <he proceedings 
of a Board of Survey, will be forwarded to the Director of 
Clothing, when the question will be ftdly considered. 

52. Head-dresses which have been worn the prescribed Womrotit 
period will be examined by a Board of Survey and will not be* Head-dres^cf. 
condemned unless they are completely worn out, but will he 
continued in wear until unserviceable. 

53. Helmets for Bandsmen and Trumpeters of Dragoon Plumbs foi* 
Guards, and Ist and 6th Dragoons, as also bearskin caps for Bands of 
Bandsmen of the 2nd Dragoons, wiH be issued without plume^r *^*^* 
or hackles, and an allowance for the provision of these articles 

will be OTanted upon application to the Director of Clothing. 

54. Brass helmets, featiaer bonnets, and sealskin or bearskin Headrdrepses 
cafw wiU not be issued in excess of the establishment of a in excess. 
Regiment or Battalion. 

55. Newly received supplies will* not be taken mto use so qi^ supplies, 
long as articles of the same description remain on charge^ an<J 

can be made available for issue. 

56« All articles in store which have been mdde obsolete by Obsolete 
the hitroduction of new patterns, will be taken? mtd westf before articles^ 
any of the new pattern are issued to soldieri^ 
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57. Clothing demanded for the Companies of Line Bat- 
talions forming Brigade Depots, or for detachments attached 
to Regiments of Infantry, will, on receipt, be taken into the 
Brigade or Regimental store, and will be issued to the Com-* 
panics when required. In no case will articles of Clothing be 
allowed to accumulate in the store of any particular Company. 

58. When Clothing is received at the head-quarters of a, 
Regiment, Brigade DepSt, or Corps, the Officer Commanding 
will take measures for forwarding to any detachments which 
may be at Out-Stations, such quantities as they may require. 

59. Clothing required to be sent from Head Quarters of 
Regiments in the Colonies to detachments at Out-Stations will 
be forwarded through the Senior Commissariat Officer. 

60. Boots issued in April in Regiments or Corps the soldiers of 
which are supplied with boots in April and in October, will be 
retained until replaced by the issue due in the following April, 
and those issued in October until replaced by the issue due in the 
following October. The Wellington boots issued to dismounted 
soldiers of Royal Artillery will not be given up until replaced 
by the next issue of Wellington boots. 

61. The articles of doming (see Paragraph 146,) which have 
been worn the period laid down in these Regulations, may, if 
considered necessary by the Officer Commanding, be retained 
for a turther period, so as to prevent excessive wear falling upon 
the new garments when issued, but when no longer required 
will be returned to store in as clean and in as good condition as 
can reasonably be expected after allowing for lair wear and tear, 
or their disposal wiU be fully accounted for. 

62. Articles of Clothing purchased, will count for wear 
from the date on which the articles they replace were issued. 

63. Articles of Clothing, other than cloaks, great-coats, 
capes, leather leggings, or spurs, issued to replace losses for 
which the unexpired value has been paid, will be supplied on 
the same condiuons as to recruits of the period in wiuch such 
issue has been made. 

64. Soldiers who re-engage for a second period of service, 
without leaving the Army, wiU be treated, in regard to Clothing, 
as if such re-engagement had not taken place, and as if their 
service were continuous. 

65. A soldier permitted to re-engage for another Regiment 
or Corps will be entitled to have his Clothing altered (where 
practicable) for wear in his new Regiment or Corps, at the 
public expense ; where this*is not practicable he will oe treated 
as a transfer under Paragraph 763. See also Paragraph 783. 

66. Conductors of Supjmes or of Stores will, on appointment 

Erovide their own Clothing at such rates as may be notified 
•om time to time, the bills being sent to the Director of 
Clf>thing from Home Stations for authoril^ to charge the 
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funonQt, eo soon as the expense has been incurred. Claime for 
articles becoming due each year will be forwarded from Home 
Stations, on the let April, for pre-audit, on Array Form, P 1917 
(late W.O. Form 604). When the Clothing of Conductors has 
been worn the regulated periods it may be disposed of by them 
88 they think fit. They will also be supj^ed, free, on demand 
with Forei^ Service Helmets, in addition to the Home pattern 
Helmets in their pos8e8sion. 

67. The renewal of the first supply of Clothing to Con- 
ductoi'8 will be carried out on the same principle as is laid down 
on pages 195 to 198 for recruits of the Army Service Corps.

69. Part^worn articles, as shown in the several scales, will P«H-woni 
be issued in preference to new ; but when the soldier becomes i„u^fi^ 
entitled to another issue of a similar article, the part-wora 

article will be replaced by a new article. 

70. Part-wora articles issued will be similar in stage of wear 
and condition to those in wear by the rest of the RegimentorCorps. 

71. To supplement any extra wear whi(jli the Clotiiing of I!»t~ "•"*•- 
recruits is likely to receive, a Commanding Officer may retain 

such number of part-woni garments, not exceeding 10 per 
cent, of the establishment of the RegimentorCorps, as may 
be necessary for issue, in addition to the authorised scale, to 
such recruits as may require them; but such extra issues 
will not be continued to recruits enlisted between Ist April 
and 31st December, beyond the 3lBt March following, nor to 
those enlisted between Ist January and 3l8t March beyond 
the termination ofthe following military year, and when rettmied 
into store the garments will be required to be in as clean and 
in as good condition as can reasonably be expected, allowing for 
fiiir wear and tear.

74. A soldier who, having left the Army, enlists for a further 
period of service, will be treated as a recruit of the period in 
which he is finally passed, except that when he joins the 
Infantry of the Line, he will be supplied with a tunic and frock 
in lieu of two frocks, each garment being required to last the 
regulated period of wear. 

75. The issues which will be made to Civilian Students 
(including Pupil Teachers) on their joining the Royal Military 
Asylum, and to Students on their being appointed School- 
masters, are detailed at pages 200 to 202.

IV. OLOAXS AKD QBBAT-COATS. 

76. A cloak or great-coat and cape will be supplied to each 
soldier, the periods of duration of the same being as detailed 
at pages 204 and 205. 

77. Mounted soldiers of the Royal Artillery, serving in 
Canada will be supplied, in addition to the cloak, with a 
great-coat which will be recjuired to last five years. 

78. Worn ffreat-coats will be supplied for the use of Insane 
Soldiers at Netley, whenever the Commandant, Royal Victoria 
Hospital, considers them necessary. They will be obtained 
from the Ordnance Store Officer on the spot, and will be 
returned to store when no longer required. 

79. The great-coats allowed to Pensioners employed as 
Military PoUce at Portsmouth will be provided locally, and 
authority to charge the cost thereof will be obtained from the 
Director of Clothing. 

80. A Soldier who loses a great-coat, cape, or cloak and is 
placed imder stoppages for the same, will be supplied, free, from 
store, with a part-worn or new garment, which will be required 
to last the fiill period of wear from the date of its receipt by the 
man, if new, or, if part-woni, from the date of its original issue. 

81. When a Soldier becomes non-efiective his great-coat or 
cloak will be retained and issued to another soldier whose great- 
coat or cloak is condemned, and for whom it is suitable as 
regards size. 

82. Should the number of non-effectives be so great as to 
cause an inconvenient accumulation of part- worn great-coats or 
cloaks, and should the Regiment or Corps be ordered to move, 
the Officer Commanding will, if on foreign service, send such 
garments to the nearest Ordnance Store Officer, who will report 
their receipt to the Director of Clothing ; but if on Home 
Service the Officer Commanding will apply to the Director of 
Clothing for instructions as to the disposal of the surplus. 

83. The cloaks, capes, or great-coats given into store as 
surplus must be in a good state of preservation, allowing for 
fair wear, otherwise the Officer Commanding the Regiment or 
Corps wiU be held responsible. The Report of a Board of

96. Leather leggings will be issued to Dismounted soldiers 
of Regiments and Corps (except kilted or Zouave Corps) serving 
at Home Stations, in Canada, in South Africa, and m Cyprus, 
to be replaced, if above three years in use, on the Report of a 
Board of Officers that they have become imserviceable from fair 
wear and tear. 

97. Unserviceable leggings will be disposed of under 
instructions from the Director (.»f Clothing. 

98. Should a Regiment or Corps in possession of leggings be 
ordered to a Station where leggings are not worn, application 
will be made to the Director of Clothing for instructions as to 
the disposal of these articles. 

99. Should leggings become unserviceable in less than three 
years from the date of the first issue, they must be made good 
at the expense of the soldier, unless there be special cir- 
cumstances in the case, which will be explained in the report of 
the Board of Survey. 

100. Soldiers who lose their part-worn leggings and are 
placed under stoppages for the same, will be supplied, free, from 
store, with part-worn leggings which have been in wear for the

101. Two sets of metal collar badges and numerals (one for 
the frock and one for the tunic) will be allowed to each recruit 
in Regiments or Corps permitted to wear such badges. 

102. Metal crowns as collar badges will not be supplied to 
Regiments or Corps which have special collar badges. 

103. The metal crowns or other devices authorised to be 
worn on the collars, and the metal numerals or initials worn on 
the shoulder straps of tunics or frocks, will not be replaced 
at the public expense during a soldier's service, except m the 
case of soldiers promoted to ranks entitling them to gilt badges 
or numerals, when a free issue of both will be made to them. 

104. Highland Regiments will be allowed metal collar 
badges and numerals for both tunic and frock when both 
garments are in use at Foreign Stations. 

105. Good Shooting badges, badges for Good Swordsman- 
ship, and for skill in other exercises will be supplied to Regi- 
ments and Corps as detailed at pages 206 and 207. 

106. Good Shooting badges will be supplied for the frocks 
as well as for the tunics. 

107. The Good Shooting badges supplied for the tunics, issued 
biennially, will not be transferred from the winners of one year 
to those of the succeeding year, but will be retained by the 
winners of them as their own property, although they will not 
be worn after the period fixed for the wear of such badges shall 
have expired. 

108. The forage caps for all services will be suppUed without 
badges, except in the following cases : — 

(1.) Silver stars will be issued for the forage caps of the Staff 
Sergeants of the Coldstream and Scots Guards. They 
will be required to last eightyears before being renewed.

109. The chevrons or other distinguiBhing badges which will 
be worn by the respective ranks in the different branches of 
the Regolar Forces are detailed at pages 208 to 223. 

110. The solid silver arm badges for tunics, suppUed to the 
Sergeants of several Cavalry R^mentja, will be required to last 
twelve years before renewal. They will not be issued for the 
individual but for the rank, and when worn out will be required 
to be given into store. 

111. Badges (hatbands) for carters, boatmen, and storemen 
of the Commissariat Staff or Ordnance Store Department will 
not be provided at the public expense. 

112. Belts for the three peons (messengers) employed by the 
General OflScer Commanding in Ceylon wfll be authorised to be 
provided locally when reported necessary. 

113. Good conduct badges will be supplied imder the condi- 
tions laid down in Articles 1087-1102 of the Royal Warrant 
relating to Pay, &c. [Revised Army Regulations, Vol. I]. 
They will be worn below the elbow on the left arm, with their 
points upwards. 

VII. FOBEiasr SEBVIOB HEI<KBTS. 

114. AU soldiers (excepting the coloured men belonging to 
West India Regiments), serving in the Mediterranean, West 
Indies, Bermuda, Straits Settlements^ South Afirica, Ceylon, 
Hong Kong, St. Helena, Mauritius, and Nova Scotia, will be 
suppHed with foreign service helmets. 

115. Soldiers serving at the Straits Settlements, Ceylon, 
Cyprus, and Hong Kong will, with the helmets, receive pug- 
garees in lieu of plates. 

116. Regiments or Corps embarking from the United King- 
dom will be supplied, before embarkation, with foreign service 
helmets. The helmets will be demanded from the Director of 
Clothing, who will also give instructions as to the disposal of 
the head-dresses in possession. 

117- Drafts embarking will also take foreign service helmets 
with them, leaving behind their brass or cloth helmets, chacos, 
busbies, sealskin caps, or feather bonnets. 

118. All soldiers returning to the United Eangdom, from the 
stations mentioned in Paragraph 114, will bring their helmets 
with them, and will, on arrival, receive such head-dresses as may 
be regulation for Home Service. 

119. The helmets brought home from Foreign Stations by 
Invalids and detachments will be delivered iato store on arrival 
in England. Those received at Brigade Dep6t«, Royal Artillery 
and Royal Engineer Dep6ts will, unless worn out, be retained 
for re-issue to soldiers going abroad. If worn out they will be 
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examined by a Board of Survey, the report of whose proceedings 
wiU be forwarded to the Director of Clothing for instructions. 
Helmets received at the Royal Victoria Hospital, Netley, will be 
disposed of under instructions from the Director of Clothing. 

120. Helmets brought home by Regiments or Corps will be 
returned to the Storekeeper, Royal Army Clothing Depot, after 
instructions have been obtained from the Director of Clothing.

Spurs issued as part of the free kit, and lost or damaged b7 
neglect, will be replaced or repaired at the soldier's expense. 

13L These regulations will also apply to the spurs issued to 
the Household Cavalry for wear with the jack boots, but the 
spurs will be required to be worn until quite unfit for service, 
any necessary repairs, or renewal of parts, bein^ executed at 
the public expense after authority has been obt€uued from the 
Director of Clothing. 

ZZ. SXTBPIiTTS OXiOTHIHO. 

132. In the first week in April in each year a Return on 
Army Form H, 1114 (late W. 0. Form 883) will be rendered to 
the Director of Clothing by Officers CommandiDg Regiments and 
Corps, showing the quantity of each article of new Clothing 
remaining surplus in store on the previous 31st March, after the 
annual Clothing has been fitted to each soldier, and a suitable 
deduction has been made for soldiers not then fitted* but 
entitled to Clothing. 

133. Clothing demanded but not received will be taken 
into account in such Return, as if in possession. 

134. A Statement showing the sizes of the surplus garments 
will also accompany the Return.

e,) Worn-out Clothing. 

(a.) — General Inatruotiona. 

135. All articles of Clothing, when taken into store from 
the men, will be thoroughly examined, and any matches or 
other articles found therein will be removed; the pockets 
being turned inside out, and so allowed to remain, to show 
that they have been examined. If any article shall appear 
to have been damaged through wilfiuness or carelessness, 
the cost of such rej)airs as are necessary will be charged 
to the soldier. The articles on return to store will be reasonably 
clean, perfectly dry, and free from moth in any form. Metal 
collar badges and numerals may be retained, but no chevrons, 
buttons, embroidered badges, lace, or braid, will be removed fr-om 
any garment, except as provided for in Paragraph 192, and 
excepting a percentage (not exceeding 25 per cent.) of single 
bar chevrons which may be retained for putting on the garments 
kept in wear under Paragraph 61 and of men promoted. 
The removal of these chevrons will be entrusted by Com- 
manding Officers to some one who will do it carefully without 
damaging the garments, but no allowance will be granted for 
the performance of the work. When Clothing, from which 
chevrons have been removed, is given into Ordnance Store or 
disposed of to the Contractor, the Commanding Officer wiU give 
a certificate that the chevrons were removed by his order 
imder the authority contained in this Paragraph. 
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(5.) — ^Part-worn OlotMngr. 

136. The part-worn Clothing and of non-eflFective soldiers 
will be taken mto store and re-issued when necessary. 

137. At Foreign Stations part-worn Clothing, if it be not fit 
and available for re-issue, will be delivered to the Ordnance 
Store OflScer, and a report will be furnished to the Director 
of Clothing, showing the articles given up, and the periods they 
have been worn, when instructions wiU be issued regarding 
their disposal. 

138. At Home Stations, part-worn Clothing, if it cannot be 
used in the Regiment, Corps, Battery, or Company, will, if found 
fit and suitable for re-issue, be forwarded to the Depot of the 
Regiment, Brigade, or Corps. If not found fit for re-issue, 
insiructions as to its disposal will be obtained from the Director 
of Clothing. 

139. Part-worn Clothing given up by Schoolmasters on dis- 
charge, or on becoming non-effective in any way, will be 
disposed of by the Ordnance Store OflScer in the manner 
laid down in Paragraphs 148 and 154. 

140. In order to prevent the imdue accumulation of part- 
worn Clothing in store in Companies of the Army Service 
Corps, or in Districts of the Army Hospital Corps, at Home 
Stations, quarterly returns will be furnished, to the respective 
Staff' Officers, of all articles in excess of immediate require- 
ments, so that instructions may be given as to their disposal. 

141. On the receipt of these returns, the Officers mentioned 
in Paragraph 140 will direct the transfer of the articles to such 
other Companies or Districts as may require them, or if the 
articles cannot be so utiUzed, will instruct Officers Command- 
ing Companies or Districts to dispose of them under the 
Regulations contained in Paragraph 138. 

142* The following arrangements will be carried into effect 
in the case of part-worn Clothing, Royal Artillery, at Home 
Stations, viz. : — 

(a) On the 30th April and 31st December in each year, the 

Officer Commanding Regimental District Staff*, Royal 
Artillery, Woolwich, will furnish to the Deputy 
Adjutant-General, Royal Artillery, returns of the 
surj)lus part-worn Clothing remaining in his charge, 
distinguishing Horse, Field, and Garrison Artillery, 
and give a detail of the sizes of the same. 

(b) Instructions tdU then be given by the Deputy Adjutant 

General as to the quantities which will be forwarded 
to the several Depot Batteries hy the Officer Com- 
manding the Regimental District otaffl 

(c) At the commencement of each quarter Officers Com- 

manding Batteries, Royal Artillery, will furnish similar 
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returns to the Officer Commanding Rojctl Artillery, 
in the District in which they may be serving, and 
Officers Commanding Royal Artillery Districts will 
allot the Clothing to the Batteries in their Districts in 
due proportions. 

(d) Officers Commanding Batteries, Roj^al Artillery, will be 

held responsible mat new Clotmng is neyer issued 
instead of part-worn^ without reference being made to 
the Officer Commanding Royal Artillery of the District. 

(e) It will not be necessary to notify these transfers to the 

Director of Clothing, but the record of all such transac- 
tions will be required to be supported by the usual 
youchers on Army Form G 1033 (late W.O. Form 
1220.) . 

143. Unhned tunics brought from Foreign Stations and 
exchanged, may be re-issued to Drafts proceeding to Stations 
where such garments are worn, proyided they are fit for re-issue. 

144. The estates of deceased soldiers will not be credited in 
the non-effectiye . accounts with any amount which may be 
realized by the sale of Clothing which is the property of the 
public. 

145. Clothing in possession of a Military Student on his 
appointment as Army Schoolmaster will be returned to the 
(Mcer Commanding his late Regiment. 

(c.) — Wom-ont Olotliinflr. 

"^ 146. After the Clothing supplied for the seryice of any year 
has been taken into wear, the articles which haye been worn 
the prescribed periods, except those required to be retained for 
a further period of wear by recruits or other soldiers, will be 
taken into Regimental store. 

147. A soldier who does not retm-n to store an article ot 
Clothing at the expiration of the period for which it was issued 
for wear, or for which it was allowed to be retained, will render 
himself liable to be tried by Court-Martial for making away 
with such article. 

148. At Home Stations worn out clothing will, as a rule, 
be disposed of annuaJly, on instructions which will be obtained 
from the Director of Clothing. In the eyent of a Regiment or 
Corps being ordered to moye, or should other causes arise to 
render it necessary to dispose of the Clothing at any other 
time than once a year, the application for instructions will be 
accompanied by a rail explanation of the circumstances. 

149. In the case of Detachments, or when, from any cause, it 
may become necessary to dispose of small quantities of worn-out 
Clothing, the Officer Commanding will, on receipt of the usual 
instructions, place himself in communication with the Senior 
Ordnance Store Officer with a yiew to the clothing being either 
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haoded over to the Contractor direct or delivered into Ordnance 
Store aB may be most convenient to the Ordnance Store 
Department. 

150. In afiking for instructions regarding the disposal of Retention for 
time-expired Clothing, the Commanding Officer "will state the ^^^^ '®' 
number of each description of garment he proposes to retain for 
issue to recruits and others, and the number of which he wishes 
to be relieved ; he will also give the dates of issue of the latter, 
showing the annual and biennial articles separately. 

151. Such proportion of cloaks or great-coats condemned Cloaks and 
by a Board of Survey, as may be necessary, will be retained for gre»fc-«»td 
the repair of other similar garments in wear by the Regiment or TOpaira. 
Corps- The collars of the garments retained will^ however, be 
required to be given up. 

152. Should any garments other than great-^oats or cloaks Oollan and 
be required to be retained for the repair of similar articles in waistbands of 
wear by soldiers, appUcation will be made to the Director of ^^ for* 
Clothing for the necessary authority, but the collars of any repairs, 
tunics, frocks, or jackets, and the waistbands of any trousers, 
overalls, pantaloons, or breeches^ so allowed to be retained, will 

be required to be given into store. 

153. At Foreign Stations the worn-out Clothing and head- Disposal at 
dresses will be delivered to the Senior Ordnance Store Officer Foreign 
at the Station, and the Commanding Officer will report to the Stations. 
Director of Clothing the number and description of tne articles 

given into store, together with the quantities which he has 
retained. 

154. The Senior Ordnance Store Officer at Foreign Stations Contract, for 
will endeavour through the usual channel to make a yearly ^^ ^ b« 
contract for the sale of the worn-out Clothing at a fixed price ™*^®- 

for each garment, €aid will deU ver to the Contractor, on payment 
of the amount, the articles given into store by Officers Com- 
manding. Should he be unable to make such arreuagements, the 
usual steps for sale will be taken. In either case the amounts Amount 
realised will be reported in accordance with the instructions ^*^^i,e^ 
contained in Paragraph 328 of the Regulations for the Ordnance reported. 
Store Departqaenl (Revised Army Regulations Vol. IV, 
Part II). 

155. In making out vouchers for the return of articles of Nomenclature 
CJothingto store. Commanding Officers will be careful to adhere of aj^i^es. 
to the connect nomenclature of the articles. 

156. Should a soldier be compelled to purchase articles to Disposal of 
replace others destroyed, made away with, or rendered un- "uJ!^^edto 
serviceable by his own fault, the articles so purchased will when replace those 
worn out, or when the soldier shall become non-effective, be destroyed, 
returned into store, and sold for the benefit of the public. See 
however. Paragraph 699. 

157. When articles rendered unfeerviceable by fair wear are to replace 

those worn 
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replaced at a soldier's expense, they will be ^yen into store, and 
sold for the benefit of the public, but the pnce paid by him for 
the articles purchased will be less the worn-out yalue thereof at 
rates in force for the time being as contract yalue. This 
transaction will be recorded in the soldier^s pocket ledger and 
in the Nominal Clothing Roll, and the articles purchased, will, 
when worn out, be giyen up by the soldier and sold for 
the benefit of the public. The amount recoyered for articles sold 
under this Paragraph will be credited in Army Form H 1168. 

168. Should a soldier become non-effectiye before the articles 
purchased are worn out, he will be allowed the value of the 
unexpired period of wear less the contract yalue, or it will be 
credited in his non-eflFectiye account. 

159. Worn Clothing allowed to be retained for wear beyond 
the regulated period, if of the pattern worn in the new Regiment 
or Corps, may be taken by transfers, and will be shown in the 
Transfer Clothing Statement, Army Form, H 1167 (late W.O. 
Form 32). 
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160. Payment of compensation, in Ueu of Clothing not issued, 
for broken periods of less than one year, will not be permitted, 
except as hereinafter stated, and the amount due for such articles 
of Clothing as haye not been issued, will be awarded in one sum 
at the end of the year for which the compensation is due, except 
as stated in Paragraph 161. 

161. The compensation allowed in lieu of tunics and trousers 
to soldiers serying at Hong Kong, the Straits Settlements, and in 
Cevlon, to assist them in the proyision of white Clothing, maybe 
paid at the end of each half year, yiz., on the 30th September 
and Slst March. 

162. Compensation in lieu of issues of Clothing in kind will 
not, as a rule, be allowed to any soldier who is required to 
wear his uniform continuously. 

163. Compensation will not be allowed to any soldier unless 
his CommancUng Officer shall haye satisfied himself that the 
Clothing in possession of such soldier on the Slst March is in 
a sufficiently good and seryiceable condition to admit of its being 
worn during the whole of the next succeeding military year. 

164. The Commanding Officer will then submit the case to 
the General Officer Commanding, who will giye a decision in 
writing whether all issues of Clothing in kind which would 
otherwise be due to the soldier during the succeeding 
miHtary year, shall be withheld from him or not. 

165. The General Officer Commanding, on the recommenda- 
tion of the Officer Commanding a Corps, Regiment, Battery, or 
Company, may, if he sees fit, grant authority to withhold the 
issue of — 

(a.) Clothing. — ^No article of Clothing being issued in kind. 
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(6.) Clothing. — ^Boots being issued in kind, 
(c.) Boots — ^All other articles being issued in kind. 
(d.) Tunics and trousers for soldiers serving at Hong Kong, 
the Straits Settlements and Ceylon. 

166. Compensation will be allowed — Ca8©§forcom- 
(a.) To soldiers promoted, who will be allowed the diJBFerence pensation. 

in value, if any, between the garments in their posses- 
sion and those of their new rank. 
(b.) To soldiers coming home from India, for the articles 

shoAvn by the Transfer Clothing Statement as not 

having been issued to them for the year in which they 

arrive in this country or for the previous year. 
(c.) To soldiers of the Scots Guards, 21st, 25th and 26th Foot 

who are clothed as Pipers at the expense of the Band 

Fimds of the respective Regiments. 
(d.) To soldiers of the Bands of the Foot Guards in Keu of 

white jackets, 
(e.) In lieu of boots to Non-Commissioned Officers entitled 

to Clothing of first class quaUty. 
(/I) To Bandsmen of Royal Engineers in lieu of one pair of 

boots annually. 
(g.) To Barrack Sergeants at Singapore, Ceylon, and the 

Mauritius, in heu of their tunics and trousers. 

167. No compensation wiQ be admitted against the pubKc in CaaeBinwliicli 
the following cases, viz : — ^ n^Tbe^*^ 

(a.) On account of the delay of a Commanding Officer in admSted. 
applying for Clothing. 

(ft.) On account of late issues of Clothing, or of the bad wear 
of articles suppUed, except with the special sanction of 
the Secretary of State for War obtamed through the 
Director of Clothing. 

(e.) When extra articles of Clothing are issued in Ueu of those 
herein laid down, or when such changes are made in 
the patterns or quaKty of any portion of the Clothing 
as may be from time to time deemed expedient, pro- 
vided always, that the extra articles or different pat- 
terns so issued have been of such a nature as to enable 
the soldier to perform his duties without entailing any 
additional expense to himself. 

(d.) For the difference in value between dress and imdress 
Clothing, or between cloth and serge Clothing, except 
in the cases provided for in sub-head (6.) Paragraph 166, 
or for the non-issue of a great-coat, cloak, or cape. 

(«.) For a full dress head-dress, imless it can be shown that 
the soldier was put to expense in providing or keeping 
up such head-dress. 

(/".) In lieu of a feather bonnet to any soldier serving who has 
not a claim for a full year, such year to commence on 
the 1st April. 
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(g.) To Schoolmaaten who on their appointment have oon- 
tinned to wear the Clothing they had in poBseoaion 
as Ciyilian Students, or who, being Military Students, 
were supplied with tiie uniform of a Schoolmaster on 
appointment. 

(A.) To Barrack Sergeants on probation, unless they ere 
confirmed in their appointments. 

(t.) When claimed by a soldier who has been in confinement 
on board ship, and who has been required to wear 
his uniform during the period of the voya^. 

(y.) To soldiers who have worn any article of meir uniform 
Clothing whilst in a prison or in cells. 

(k.) To Lunatics admitted into the Asylum at Bow, after the 
date of their admission. During the period of their 
stay at the Royal Victoria Hospital, Netley, they will 
be allowed compensation provided no articles oi uni- 
form Clothing have been issued to them. 

(L) To soldiers who are not supplied with Clothing consequent 
on their having been in hospital, except as provided 
for in sub-head (L) of this paragraph. 

(m.) For damages to boots causea hj burning. 

168. Soldiers convicted of felony will not be credited with 
any compensation in lieu of Clothing which may have accrued 
to them prior to such conviction. 

169. All compensation in lieu of Clothing, when sanctioned, 
will be paid to soldiers at rates which will be promulgated 
from time to time in Army Circulars. 

170. Compensation will be computed in the currency of the 
country in which a Regiment may be serving at the rate at which 
the soldier receives his pay. 

171. Where the difference in value between tunics or frocks, 
or between tunics or jackets, is req uired to be arrived at for 
payment of compensation, the monthly rate will be arrived at 
Dv deducting the full value of one garment, from the full value 
of the other garment, as promulgated from time to time in the 
compensation tables, and dividing the remainder by the number 
of months that the frock or jacket is required to wear. 

172. Compensation in lieu of Clothing due to soldiers returning 
from India, will be paid at the rates which may be in force at 
home at iiie time of arrival of the soldiers in this country, 
whether the claims accrued prior to leaving India^ or sub- 
sequently. 

173. Compensation for light Clothing, helmets, and other 
articles intended for use in India only, will not be admissible for 
the period of the voyage home fix)m India, or of detention at 
any Hospital or Depot at Home. 

174. Band Sergeants, Bandsmen, and Pipers, as also 
Buglers of Rifle Regiments, will only be entitled to receive 
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t^ompeusation d,t tbe rates laid down for Sergeants and Privates 
respectively, although suppUed with Clothing of superior quality. 
Band Masters will be entitled to compensation at btaff rates. 

175. When a soldier is sent from a Regiment^ Corps, or ?2^*°* ^^ 
Depdt, to another Regiment, Corps^ or Depot, or to the Royal *"' 
Victoria Hospital, Netley, for discharge or otherwise, the Com- 
manding Officer will take care that any compensation in Ueu of 
Clothing, which. may be due, is paid to hmi up to the 31st 

March preceding the date on which he leaves the Regiment, 
Corps, /)r Depot, except as provided for in Paragraph 180, and 
that a Transfer Clothmg Statement on Army Form n 1157 (late 
W. O. Form 32), sealed up, is forwarded to the Commanding 
Officer who receives the transfer. 

176. These Transfer Clothing Statements will be the P"^^^ 
authority upon which all claims to CloHiing compensation will xS^fer^*^ 
be founded, and will accompany the application to the oiothin^ 
Director of Clothing for authority to pay any money due to Statements, 
soldiers who continue to serve, or to charge in the Pay List the 

money paid to soldiers who have been discharged. 

177. When the date on which an invalid will be discharged ^Payment of 
is known, the Officer Commanding the Regiment or Corps to ^^^^ 
which the soldier is attached, will cause to be entered in Army 

Form P 1917 (late W.O. Form 604), andaJso inhispocket ledger, 
the amount of compensation, if any, in Ueu of Clothing, which 
may have accrued to him since the date to which he was settled 
witli on leaving his Regiment. The invalid will sign the above 
mentioned return ior the amount of compensation entered 
therein, and wUl also sign the entry of the same in his pocket 
ledger. The Commanding Officer will then hand the return 
to the Paymaster, who wili either pay the amount to the soldier 
or credit it in his accounts. The charge will not, however, 
appear in the Pay List, until it shall have been authorized by 
the Director of Clothing. 

178. In the case of soldiers forwarded from the Royal Victoria Soldiers sent 
Hospital, Netley, to their Regiments or Depots, the Transfer fro^^^^tley. 
Clothing Statement, or a certified extract therefrom, will be sent 

vrith them by the Commandant of the Hospital in order that 
their claims may be settled at their Re^ments or Depots. 

179. Should a soldier have a claun to Compensation for claims for 
fifteen or more days of any month of a year, the amount due for more or less 
the whole month may be paid to him, but no claim will be ^^^ fifteen 
admitted for less than fifteen days of one month, ^^^' 

180. Soldiers transferred to the Permanent Staff of the Transfers to 
Auxiliary Forces, will be settled with, as regards compensation Auxiliary 
in Ueu of Clothing, up to the date of their leaving their Regi- ^<''^®*- 
ment or Corps, instead of to the 31st March preceding. 

18L When Clothing compensation claims are Recoverable ci^ims partly 
partly from the Government of India and partly from the recoverable 

from India. 
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Imperial Goyemment, the amount claimed for the period 
chargeable against India will be shown separately in the Pay 
List, supported by a distinct voucher on Army Form P 1917 
(late Vf, 0. Form 604), the charge against Imperial Revenues 
being similarly supported by a distinct voucher on a similar form. 

182. When the transfer of a Re^ment, Dep6t, Detachment, 
or individual soldier from the Imperial to the Indian Establish- 
ment, or vice versdf takes place on or before the 16th day of any 
month, the Clothing compensation claims on account of such 
Regiments, Dep6t, Detacmnent, or soldier, are chargeable for 
the whole of the month against the Government to which the 
transfer is made, and when the transfer takes place on or after 
the 17th day of the month, the whole of that month's Clothing 
compensation claims are chargeable against the Government 
from which the transfer is made. 

183. Claims to compensation in lieu of Clothing will be 
preferred in original only, except in the case of whole Regi- 
ments, Battalions, or Batteries returned from India, when they 
will be rendered in duplicate. 

184. Applications from Home Stations to the Director of 
Clothing, for permission to pay and charge in the Regimental 
Pay Lists, any money compensation due under the foregoing 
conditions at the end of the year for which compensation is 
claimed, will show on Army Form P 1917 rtate W. O. Foi-m 
604), that the claimant has received no article of Clothing in 
kind except as provided for in Paragraph 165, during the period 
in question, ana will be accompanied by the original autnority 
fi-om the General, or other Officer Commanding, for withholding 
Clothing. 

185. At Foreign Stations the charge in the Pay Lists will be 
supported by a similar certificate, the oridbial authority from the 
General, or other Officer Commanding, being annexed to the 
Pay List Voucher. 

XII. PBOKOTIONS. 

Soldiers pro- 186. A man promoted to the rank of Sergeant, or a Sergeant

If not practi- 
cable and the promotion takes place before the 1st October the 
Non-Commissioned Officer will receive new Clothing of his rank 
and return the old Clothing into store. 

187. If promoted on or after the 1st October he will (unless 
a part-worn suit can be supplied) retain the Clothing in bis 
possession on promotion, in wear, until the 1st April following, 
when it will be replaced by new Clothing of his rank and the 
old Clothing wiU be returned into store. 
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188* A soldier promoted to the rank of Sergeant, or to a Extra part- 
hiffher rank, at any period of the year, may have the Clothinff in ^^ . 
hif poBsesHion whichlias been worn the pre^ribed period, andlaa ^''^- 
been allowed to be retained for further wear, exchanged for a part- 
worn suit of the rank to which he has been promoted, but if 
there is no part-worn Clothing available, then he will retain in 
wear the extra articles in his possession, and will be suppUed 
with any chevrons appropriate to the rank to which he may 
havjB been appointed, but with no extra braid or other trimmings. 

189. A Master Gunner of the Royal Artillery appointed on Master 
increase of EstabUshment between the 1st April and 30th GKumen. 
September will receive new Clothing, returning into store the 
articles with which he had previously been supplied (if not 
suitable for wear as Master Gunner's Clothing) and such Clothing 

will count for wear from the 1st April in the year in which such 
Master Gunner is appointed. 

190. A soldier who, on promotion, has not received the Cloth- Soldiers who 
ing of his rank, wiU, on the Slst March, be paid the difference in ^^ ^ci^hi^^^ 
vfidue between Sergeants' and Rank and File Clothing, or be- o£*theip nmk. 
tween Sergeant's and Staff Sergeant's Clothing as the case may 

be, from the date of promotion to the 31st March following, 
.at the regulated rates. 

191. A soldier promoted who does not receive the Clothing Cherrons and 
of his new rank until the 1st April after his promotion will be t»dg«« p^ 
entitled, at the public expense, to the extra badges and chevrons P~°"'*"'^ 
for such rank, and, in the case of a Battery Staff Sergeant 

of Royal Artillery, to the extra braid for the frock last issued 
to him, in addition to the compensation for difference in value, 
except in cases where the only difference between the Clothing 
of the different ranks, or appointments, is in the chevrons or 
braid, when no compensation will be allowed. A Sergeant will 
also, if promoted to the rank of Staff Sergeant in a Regiment 
or Corps in which Staff great-coats and head-dresses are sup- 
plied, be allowed to have his great-coat and head-dress ex- 
changed on promotion, irrespective of the date from which the 
promotion may take effect. 

192. The same rule will be observed for soldiers appointed .Drummers 
Drummers or Buglers, but no compensation will be granted. If, ^' Buglers, 
however, the predecessors' Clothing does not fit, the special laces 

naay be Ixansf erred to the last issue of tunics and frocks in posses- 
sion of the newly appointed Drummers or Buglers, and an 
allowance for workmanship will be granted. 

193. Acting Non-Commissioned Officers, Drummers or Buglers Aoiang ranks, 
are not entitled to the Clothing of the substantive rank, except 

as allowed by Paragraphs 24, 45 and 4*6. 

194. When a Non-Commissioned Officer, Drummer or Bugler Soldiers re- 
is reduced to the ranks, an exchange of Clothing will, if possible, duoed to hare 
b^ effected with his successor.

226. The minimum annual allowance being intended to 
cover the cost of fitting 420 soldiers, of whatever rank, exclusive 
of those for whom Gothing has been supplied in matenal, a rate 
for each man or for each recruit will be granted for fitting the 
Clothing of any number of soldiers beyond 420 who have oeen 
clothed during the year.

239. Such suits, or articles, as are supplied to Regiments or 
Corps immade will be made up under regimental arrangements, at 
rates which will be published from time to time in Army Circulars, 

240. Should any alterations be required in mq,de-up gar- 
ments, new or part worn, the actual and unavoidable expense of 
the same will be authorised, as a charge against the public, in 
Regiments or Corps in which no annual allowance is granted to 
the Master Tailor for that purpose. The amount will not exceed 
the rates which will be published from time to time in Anny 
Circulars, and claims for any sums earned under this paragraph 
may be submitted for pre-audit at Home Stations, or may be 
charged at Foreign Siations, on Army Form H, 1162, as they 
accrue.

242. When soldiers of the Royal Artillery who have been 
fitted with their annual Clothing, and for whom the rates for 
alteration have been charged, are, under Paragraphs 207 and 
208, also fitted with serge frocks and tartan trousers, the Master 
Tailor at home, who actually fits those garments to the men, 
will be allowed for each man half the rate authoiised for 
alterations, unless the men are included in the 200 for whom 
the Master Tailor of a Depot Battery receives an annual 
allowance, when nothing vnll be granted.

250. Every soldier will be measured once every year, Soldiers to be 
in the presence of the OflScer Commanding his Troop, feattery, measured 

or Company, between the 1st and 31st March, and the height of ^°®® * ^^^' 
the man together with the measurement of his head, body, and 
feet, then taken, will be entered in his pocket ledger, on the 
pages assigned for that purpose. 

251. For taking the nead measurements, a head-dress Avhich Head-dress 
fits the soldier should be measured, not the man's head, and that measr re- 
measurement should be recorded, the size number when used ™«nts. 
for the head-dress being recorded instead of the circumference'. 

252. The body measurements will be taken in the usual Body 
mode by measuring tapes, and always over a flannel shirt (or measure- 
even a waistcoat, if worn) in order to allow of the garments ™*°*»« 
fitting easily over any under garments which the soldier may be 
required to wear by the regulations of the Service, or whicn he 

may be permitted to wear for his own comfort, and the size 
number of the garment which is represented by the measure- 
ments will be noted. 

253. The sizes of all boots being marked on the waist of the sizes cf 
insoles, there will be no difficulty in entering the foot measure- boots, 
ment of each soldier in his pocket ledger after he has been once 
properly fitted. 

254. The Clothing of recruits will be fitted as loosely as Fitting of 
possible, to enable them, as they increase in size, to undergo 1^0™^. 

* Tunics maj be reduced to almost any extent in the size of the bodj, and most 
of tbem may be reduced to fit a shorter man. There is only a i of an inch of cloth 
in the lengtn of the back for every inch m the height of the man, and a reduction of 
one inch of cloth or four sizes of height may be easily made in the lengUi of any 
tunic. Trousers may be similarly treated. 
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their drill without impeding the free use of their lungs and thd 
action of the heart. 

255. Any alterations necessary to recruits^ Clothing at the 
Brigade Depdt will be made by order and tmder th<^ supeririMdii 
of Officers Commanding Depots, and the cost of no Aifth^r 
alterations made, by order of the Officer Commanding the 
Service Companies, to garments brought by recruits from the 
Depot can be charged against the pubHc. 

256. Kersey and serge frocks will not be fitted tight, as the 
material may shrink. 

257. Commanding Officers will take care that no altarationt 
beyond the ordinary fitting of garments are made, and that 
sealed patterns are not departed from. If it be found that any 
garment has been either too much reduced in lengthy or fitted 
closer to the body than is indicated by the sealed pattern, Com- 
manding Officers will be held peraonally responsible for any 
expense which may be incurred in re«altering or replacing the 
garments. 

258. No allowance will be granted for fitting articles of 
Clothing issued on payment. 

259. Ornaments will be fitted to any description of head- 
dresses by the Armourer . Sergeant, but no allowance for the 
work will be granted. 

260. The waisthooks removed from frocks in Field Brimdea, 
removed from Royal Artillery, will be returned to the Storekeeper, Koyal 
frocks. Army Clothing Depot, as opportunities oflter. 

261. In order to faciUtate the fitting of the annual Clothing, 
and to secure to Regiments or Corps the issue oi a supply of 
garments calculated to fit the soldiers under their command 
with the least possible alteration, the Commanding Officer will 
call upon the Master Tailor to make out size roUs, either on 
Army Form H 1125 (late W.O. Form 1814), or on Aimy Form 
H 1133 (late W. 0. Form 551), according to the branch of the 
service affected, and will hold him responsible for their correctness. 

262. The measurements of soldiers of imusual dimensions, and 
who cannot be fitted with the ordinary sizes or from the per- 
centage of Clothing issued in material for this purpose, will be 
inserted on the fourth page of either Army Form H 1125 (late 
W.O. Form 1314), or Army Form H 1183 (late W.O. Form 551). 

263. After the annual Clothing has been inspected by tile 
Board of Survey, the garments wifl be sorted by sizes, and then 
each Troop, Battery, or Company will be paraded at the Quarter- 
master's store, and in the presence of the Captain, or other 
Officer in command, the Master Tailor will select and fit on the 
garments which he considers most suitable for the proportions 
of each soldier. 

264. The Captain will then parade the Troop or Company 
for the inspection of the Commanding Officer, when such altera- 
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Hoam as may be deemed advisable will be marked and recorded 
on an alteration fiheet, which will be carefully preserved. 

265. When the alterations have been completed, the Troop 
or Company will be again paraded, and the Captain will ascertain 
that the alterations previously noted in the " Alteration Sheet " 
have been carried out, and will afterwards parade his men for 
tife final approval of the Commanding OflScer. 

266- to the Eoyal Artillery the OflScer Commanding a

27L In measuring for trousers for Mounted Corps, the soldier 
will be measured from the fork to the sole of the boot atid two 
inches additional will be allowed in length. 

272. Knee boots issued to soldiers of Mounted Corps will be 
sufficiently large in the heel and instep measurements to admit 
of their being easily drawn on or taken off when wet. 

273. To ensure the easy fitting of knee boots, each soldier 
will be measured from heel to instep, and the boots issued to 
him will be one inch larger in the heel and instep than such 
measurement. 

274. Knee boots will be fitted so as to come to the top of the 
.?.alf at the back of the leg, usually about 4 J or 5 inches from the 
level of the point of the knee. The size of the calf will regulate 
the size of the leg of the boot and of the instep and he^ care 
being taken to conform to the pattern, and to allow plenty of 
room at the instep and back of the heel.

280. Each soldier dischai-ged as time-expired, as invalid, for 
service in the 1st Class Army Reserve, or by pmrchase, will, on dis- 
charge, be supplied with a suit of plain clothes, consisting of the 
articles detailed at page 224^ and will, uxilees a mounted man, be 
allowed to retain one pair of ankle boots or a pair of shoes. 
Each moimted soldier mil, on discharge, be allowed to retain a 
pair of Wellington boots. 

28L Sho^d the boots or shoes in possessiony at time of dis- 
charge, be new^ they will be exchanged for a pair of part-worn 
boots or shoes. The ankle boots or shoes wul be required to 
have been at least three months in wear, and the Wellington 
boots at least nine months in wear, before being taken away, 
but if a soldier has two pairs in possession then the older pair 
will be retained by him. The boots taken away will, however, 
be in a serviceable condition. 

282. In the case of soldiers sent home from India or other 
Foreign Stations for discharge, the plain clothes will be issued 
at home. 

283. Except for Schoolmasters, Staff Sergeants, and Ser- 
geants, the plain clothes for soldiers discharged at Regiments as 
time- expired, as invalids, for service in the Ist dass Army Reserve, 
or by purchase, will be supplied by the Director of Clothing, on 
receipt of demands accompanied by size rolls on Army Form 
H 1103 (late W. 0. Form 310) unless the suits can be provided 
in the Regiment or Corps at an amoimt not exceeding the rate 
published from time to time in Army Circulars, when the cost 
thereof will be allowed by the Director of Clothing, upon the 
number provided quarterly being reported on Army Form H 
1147 (late W.O. Form 2 7 9)^ accompanied by a certificate that 
the men to whom the money was paid to enaole them to provide 
their own clothes were m possession of plain clothes on 
discharge. 

284. The plain clothes for Schoolmasters, Staff Sergeants, 
and Sergeants may be provided by these Non-commissioned 
OflScers, and the cost thereof, at such rates as may be pro- 
mulgated from time to time in Army Circulars, will be allowed 
on application being made, on Army Form H 1147 (late W.O. 
Form 279), to the Director of (3otlung, such application being 
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TiHB'ExFiBED Men — continued.

295. Lists of the complete kit of Necessaries granted for 
each arm of the Service, by Article 631 of the Roval Warrant 
relating to pay, &c., to each man or boy enlisted and nnally passed 
by his Commanding Officer, and by a Military Medical Officer, 
are detailed on pages 250 to 257. They will be obtained from 
the Director of Clothing. 

296. The articles which form this kit, as issued, will be kept 
up and replaced as required at the expense of the soldier, and 
will always be forthcoming, and will be of the standard pattern 
and quality, and will be kept in a serviceable condition, 
during a soldier's service. 

297. No departure from the articles detailed in the lists 
will be permitted, nor will the expense of any article not 
specified in the lists be charged against the soldiers of anv Regi- 
ment or Corps without special authority being first obtamed. 

298. The articles shown as composing a Schoolmaster's kit 
will not be supplied at the public expense, but will be kept up 
by the Schoolmaster at his own expense. 

299. A recruit finally passed into the Service, but not 
supplied with a free kit, will, should he purchase his discharge, 
be allowed the money value of a kit instead of the articles in 
kind. 

300. The kits of soldiers who, not having been discharged, 
re-engage for a further period of service, will not be completed 
at the public expense. 

301. Soldiers who, after having been discharged firom the 
Army, re-enlist, will receive a free kit of Necessaries on the same 
conditions as a recruit. Should a soldier, however, be in posses- 
sion of a complete serviceable kit, he will receive such allowance 
in lieu of a free kit as may be notified from time to time in 
Army Circulars. 

302. Articles of Necessaries will be issued to soldiers by 
the Captain, or other Officer Commanding the Troop, 
Battery, or Company, in the presence of his Pay Sergeant, 
and the soldiers will be made to "understand that any objections 
to articles must be made before articles are taken away 
from the place of issue, or such objections cannot be 
attended to.

S15. If ft irecrttit enliflted at one Brigade Depdt ie finally 
approved and sent to another Brigade Depdt, a course similar 
to that laid down in Paragraphs 313 and 314, will be followed. 

816. The kits of soldiers given up as apprentices will be taken 
from them and disposed of as laid down in Paragraph 829. If 
a man rejoins, after serving his apprenticeship, ne will be 
supplied with a new kit at the public expense. 

317. Should the man not rejoin, but enlist in some other 
Regiment, he will not be required to pay the value of the kit 
obtained on such enlistment, and if transferred to the Regiment 
or Co^rps in whidi he first enlisted, will take the kit with him 
to that Regiment or Corps, where it will be taken into 
account in duninution of the free kit which will be supplied to 
him in such Regiment or Corps. 

318. Soldiers serving at Hong Kong, the Straits Settlements, 
and Ceylon, may be permitted, at the discretion of the General 
Officers Commanding, to keep up two suits of white Clothing 
at their own expense.

319 Each Pioneer of Cavalry will be furnished with a clasp 
knife as part of the equipment of a Pioneer. The knife will be 
required to last four years but will not be exchanged until con- 
demned by a Board of Survey. 

820. In addition to the Drivers, the following soldiers in a

Each hoj enlisted on probation wiQ be sappUed, on join- (Seibi^ a« 
ing hia Regiment, or Corps, witn the articlsB of Clothing detailed wliitepMit- 
in pages 225 to 227, and, on the termination of the period of 
probation, if passed into the Service, will receive the Clothing 
to which a recruit, finally passed at the same period, ia entitle^ 
in addition to the articles supplied at the commencement of the 
period of probation. 

339. He will also be supphed with the articles of Necessaries NeMuariM. 
detailed on pages 258 and 259, aud^ on being finally passed 

into the Service, will be fiimishud with the remaining articlea 
required to complete his kit. 

340. A boy retained for a second probationary term may, if 6071 ivtuned 
necessary, be supplied with a frock, pau' of trousers, and pair of ^°' -'J*™'"* 
boots, but he will not be supplied with Necessaries. penod. 

341. Boys discharged for misconduct, before final approval, Dixdwrged

349. A special claim will be made for all articles supplied, 
on immediate repayment, and the amoimt will be credited in 
the manner directed in the claim and in Paragraph 360.

350. For the special convenience of Officers, articles of 
Necessaries and materials for uniforms of the patterns approved 
for the use of Non-Commissioned Officers and men, will be 
supplied on payment in accordance with the condition specified in 
Paragraph 319. AU requisitions for Officers will be kept separate 
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and distinct from those for soldiers. They will be signed by the

other services will be required to last three years, waterproof 
leggings two years, and pea jackets two years, before being 
replaced at the public expense. 
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442. Supplies of pea-jackets and sou'-wester caps will^be 
placed on board each of Her Majesty s troop-ships for the use 
of soldiers embarked therein. 

443. These articles will be accounted for in accordance 
with special instructions which have been issued by the 
Admiraltv, but Officers Commanding soldiers on board troopH 
ships will be held reponsible for the custody of the articles until 
after the disembarkation of the soldiers under their command. 

444. On embarkation a Commanding Officer receiving over 
from the Paymaster of the ship the pear-jackets and sou'-wester 
caps will give a receipt for the articles, and will cause them to 
be examined in order to see that they are in a thoroughly 
serviceable condition, and will further cause weekly inspections 
to be made to see that the jackets and caps are fortncomiag, and 
for the purpose of assessmg [any damages, after allowing for 
fair wear and tear. On disembarkation he will return the jackets 
and caps to the Pavmaster of the ship, taking a receipt for them, 
and fumishine^ tnat Officer with a statement showing the 
periods the articles have been used. 

445. The Commanding Officer will, on arrival at his 
destination, cause the jackets and caps to be examined^ and 
the soldiers to be charged before landing with the amount of the 
damages assessed by him ; the amoimt received being credited 
to the public, and reported to the Director of Clothing. 

446. Should anj soldiers disembark at an intermediate 
Station, the Officer m command wiU, before the disembarkation 
takes place, inspect the jackets and caps, with a view to the 
amomii due. on accoxmt of losses and damages being recovered 
from the soldiers prior to their leaving the rfdp. 

447. Should the Officer Commandmg become non-effective or 
land at a Station nearer than that fixed for the completion of 
the voyage, the Officer next in rank will take over the jackets 
and caps, and see that they are correct and in good condition. 

448. These instructions will apply to Her Majesty's Indian 
troop-ships when employed on Imperial service, but not when 
employed on Indian service. 

449. They will also apply in the case of hired transport 
ships, except that the pearjackets and sou'-wester caps will be 
issued from the Boyal Army Clothing Dep6t to the Officer Com- 
manding the troops on board and wul be returned to the Senior 
Ordnance Store Officer at the final port of disembarkation.

VIII. CHOLBBA BBIiTS. 


450. A store of cholera belts will be kept up by the Ordnance 
Store Department, at Foreign Stations, at the rate of two for 
each soldier for the established number of men in the command. 

451. In the event of an^ outbreak of cholera (or other 
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epidemic requiring the use of cholera belts), at a Foreim 
Station, cholera belts, at the rate of two for each soldier, will 
be issued to the soldiers, if recommended by the IPrincipal 
Medical Officer at the Station. 

462. They will be issued to the OommisBariat Officer in 
charge of Barracks, and be held " on inventory," so long as the 
continued use of the belts may be necessary, and wiU be 
washed and returned into the Expense store when, in the 
opinion of the Principal Medical Officer, they are no longer 
required. 

453. Any cholera belts lost or destroyed by soldiers will be 
paid for by them at the rates in force at the tme. 

454. Before soldiers, having cholera belts in use, leave a 
Station, the Medical Officer will report whether, in his opinion, it 
will be necessary to continue them in use after the men leave. 
Should it be necessary, they will be retained by the soldiers and 
the Commissariat Officer in charge 6f BsLrracks at the Station of 
departure will transfer in the usual manner to the Commissariat 
Officer in charge of Barracks at the Station to'which the soldiers 
are proeeediuff, the number of cholera belts in possession of the 
soldiers, and the latter Officer will isike tha belts, into store when 
no longer required. 

455. When soldiers, having cholera belts in use, are sent 
home from a Foreign Station, and are allowed to retain the belts 
for wear on the voyage, the belts wiU be struck off charge 
and retained by the soldiers.

457. Requisitioiis will be made out on the Army Forms 
detailed at pages 290 to 292, according to the service for which 
the forms of requisition are shown to be applicable, and will be 
accompanied by the size rolls, peculiar to each service, the Army 
Form nmnbers of which are also specified on pages 290 to 292, 
and the number of copies of requisitions and of size rolls 
shown to be required will in each case be forwarded. 

458. In no case will Clothing and Necessaries be included in 
one requisition. 

459. The form of requisition will in each case be strictly 
followed, the columns showing the quantities of Clothing in 
store and required for the year being properly filled up, the 
year for whicn the required articles are demanded being care- 
fully recorded, and the Establishment and Strength of the 
Regiment or Corps inserted. See Paragraph 465. 

460. Supplementary requisitions will be clearly described as 
such at the head of the form, and the words " immediate issue " 
will, in such cases, be substituted for "the year commencing ," 
care being taken in making the alteration, to leave as much 
blank space available as possible. 

461. Size rolls will also be correctly and carefully prepared 
with all the information requisite for making the garments of 
the proper sizes. When garments are demanded m material,

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a separate size roll will be famished, but only one copy -will be 
necessary. 

462. Officers Commanding Re^ments or Corps serving 
abroad, will, before sending in their demands for Clothing or 
Necessaries, ascertain from the Ordnance Store Ofl|cer at the 
Station whether there are any articles of Clothing or Necessaries 
in his charge which can be issued to the Regiment or Corpfl in 
diminution of the demands, and the Ordnance Store Omcer 
will notify on the Requisition whether such is the case or Hot. 

463. If the Ordnance Store Officer has any of the required 
articles available he will issue them at the proper time, and the 
Officer who receives them will bring them on charge in his 
Ledger ; and such articles wiU not be issued by the Director 
of Clothing. 

464. Articles of Clothing and Necessaries, whether required 
for issue free or on payment, will be demanded on the prescribed 
Army Forms, but separate demands on those forms will be 
forwarded for the articles required for issue on payment, and 
the words " for issue on payment '' will be written in red ink 
at the head of each form. 

465. Duplicate and triplicate copies of Requisitiond, atid of 
size rolls will be carefully compared with the originals, before 
being transmitted to the Director of Clothing, and care will be 
taken that the aggregate quantities included in the size rolld, 
agree with the quantities demanded in the requisitions.

470. Demands for working Clothing for the Army Service 
Corps from Stations abroad will be made at such time as will 
ensure the arrival of the Clothing at the Station before the 
articles in wear become unserviceable. A Board of Survey 
on the articles in use can then be held at the proper time, the 
proceedings being forwarded to the Director of Clothing, who 
will give instructions as to the disposal of the unserviceable 
articles. 

471- The times prescribed for sending in the annual requisi- 
tions will be strictly adhered to. If any delay in the issue of 
Clothing occurs in consequence of the requisitions not being 
despatched in suflScient time to reach the Director of Clothing 
on the dates appointed, or from the requisition or size roll 
being incorrectly made out, or from size rolls on the prescribed 
Army Forms being omitted, Officers Commanding Regi- 
ments, Corps, or Services will be held responsible for such 
delay.

477. AU requisitions for Necessaries for the Companies of

482. One consoKdated requisition for Necessaries for the 
Survey Companies, Royal Engineers, will be forwarded.

483. In addition to the articles detailed in Paragraph 367, 
the Clothing for Barrack Sergeants and Labourers will be de- 
manded by the Commissariat Officer in charge of Barracks. 

484. Demands for Clothing and Necessaries required by the 
Commissariat will be made out annually on the Army Forms 
shown in Appendix VI as peculiar to that Service, but if any 
articles are required which are not included in either of the 
forms referred to, or if Clothing - be demanded for services 
other than those detailed on the printed forms, a manuscript 
form wiU be used which wiU correspond in ruling with the 
printed forms. 

485. Demands for the Commissariat will be made out by 
the Commissariat Officer in charge of Barracks at each Sub- 
station of a District, and will be forwarded to the Senior 
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Commifisariat Officer of the District^ who will transmit them to 
the Commissary-General of Ordnance, by whom the necessary 
information, as to the articles which can be supplied from the 
Reserve Store, will be added before the demanos are returned 
to the senior Commissariat Officer. 

486. At Home Stations the Senior Conumssariat Officer of 
the District will then forward two copies of each of the demands to 
the Director of Clothing, but at Foreign Stations he will forward 
them through the Commissary-General of Ordnance to the 
Director of Clothing. Issues wiU be made to the Stations named 
thereon, according to the detail given therein, less those which 
can be supplied from the Reserve Store, the vouchers being sent 
to the Consignee, who will notify the receipt of the articles 
to the Senior Officer under whom he is serving. 

487. The issues to Foreign Stations will be conagned to 
the Ordnance Store Department in bulk, and be distributed by it 
to ihe various Officers who demanded the articles. 

488. Intermediate demands will be dealt with in like 
manner, but the necessity for an '' intermediate dismand " will be 
fully explained. 

489. Demands for articles of Clothing used by the Ordnance 
Store Department, or held as " articles in use " by that Depart- 
ment, and also Clothing for Military Store Gerks, will be 
forwarded direct to the Director of Clothing on the Army 
Forms shown in Appendix VI as peculiar to that service, 
and the issues will be made by the Director of Clothing in 
the same manner as to the Commissariat.

497. The Clothing or Necessaries of soldiers transferred 
between Batteries of the Royal Artillery, or Companies of Royal 
Engineers, Army Hospital Corps, or Army Service Corps, will 
not be re-marked, but will continue to be identified by the 
original marking until replaced by new articles. This rule will 
also be followed in Infantry Regiments of the same Brigade ; 
but in cases where the tranraers take place from one Brigade to 
another, or from one Cavalry Regiment to another, the Clothing 
and Necessaries of soldiers may be re-marked, and when the 
Clothing of one Regiment of an Infantry Brigade is different 
from that of another Regiment of the same Brigade, such articles 
of Clothing as may be taken on transfer will be re-marked, and 
the full rate per man charged for marking all the articles, 
whether brougnt"with him from the old Regiment or supplied at 
the new Regiment. 

498. The rates which will be allowed to be charged against 
the pubUc for marking, -will be published from time to time in 
Army Circulars. These rates, being for each soldier, for each 
recruit, or for each boy on probation, will be allowed so soon as 
the work for each has been performed. 

499. A special rate will be allowed for ihe marking of the 
Winter Qothmg issued at Home Statitions to drafts about to 
embark for Canada, and no charge for men composing these 
drafts will be authorised in Canada until the men })ecome 
entitled to an issue of some of the articles of Winter Clothing 
when the ordinarv rate for that service will be sanctioned. 

600. The soldier will bear the expense of marking such 
articles as he may purchase. The artides of sea kit together 
with the suit of white Clothing supplied to soldiers embarking 
for India will also be marked at the expense of such soldiers. 

501. The articles of Clothing suppnedto Companies of Royal 
Engineers employed on Sub-marine mining service will be 
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marked at the public expense at such rates as may from time 
to time be promulgated, 

502. Articles supplied for general use at Submarine mining 
Stations, or for instructional purposes at the School of Military 
Engineering, Chatham, and at the School of Gunnery, Shoe- 
buiyness, wUl not be marked, and no allowance for marking 
will therefore be made. 

503. The tools required for marking, as detailed at page 279, 
will be provided by the public, on demands addressed to the 
Ordnance Store Officer of the District, but the paint, ink, and 
pads will be provided by the marker. 

504. Articles issued for trial, unless forming pai-t of the 
annual supply, and cholera belts, will not be marked. 

505. Tne marking ' of spmis will be performed by the 
Armourer Sergeant without charge, the ^inch stamps supplied 
for marking iron being used for the pm'pose. 

506. Great-coats issued for the use of Barrack Sergeants or 
Labourers will be marked with the date of issue and with the 
name of the man to whom the issue is made. 

507. All articles of Clothing handed over to the Contractor, 
or sold by the Commissariat, or by the Ordnance Store Depart- 
ment, without being torn up, will be stamped, prior to sale, 

with the inverted broad arrow T 

508. Upon articles of cloth and similar material the stamp 
will be two inches long (each broad arrow one inch) and upon 
leather articles the stamp will be half an inch, and the marks 
wiQ be placed on such part of the article as will not prevent 
its sale by the Contractor or purchaser.

603. A statement showing the articles of Clothing in pos- 
session of each man will be sent to the Militia Regiment wnen 
the men are re-transferred thereto. 

604. Should any of the articles of Clothing required to be 
given up by the men on re transfer to the Reserve, not be 
K)rthcoming, the value of the missing articles will be deducted 
from their pay at such rates as may be in force at the time of 
the transaction. A deduction will be made from the full value 
as given in Army Circulars, in proportion to the time the 
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articles have been in wear, and the balance only will be 
deducted from the men. 

605. Men of the Militia Eeserve who have not been supplied ^on-iBsue 
with a second frock during service with the Colours on mobiliza- f rook! ^^^^ 
tion, will not be entitled to compensation for its non-issue. 

606. All articles of Clothing given up at the Militia Head- ^°^'°^ 
Quarters will be inspected, and if of the pattern worn by the giyen up to 
Militia Regiment, will be retained, but, if not of the same pattern, be inspected 
they will be returned to the Regiment or Corps from whence 
received. Simple diflferences of trimming will not be con- 
sidered differences of pattern, because the trimmings can be 
altered. 

{o) Oeneral Instruotions. 

607. Necessaries given to the men whilst serving with the Necessaries 
Regular Forces will be taken away by them, as also such articles to be retained,

617. Officers responsible for the "charge of Clothing or 
Necessaries wiQ be careful to have their Ledgers and other 
records posted daily, so as to be entirely independent of detached 
memoranda. The Lodger balances, which may be struck^at any 
time, will show the stock which should be in store, new and 
part-worn respectively, and the balance of part-worn Clothing 
m store, together witii the number of articles shown by the 
Nominal Clothing Boll to be in possession of the men, should 
Bhow the whole amount of part-worn Clothing for which the 
Commanding Officer is accountable to the public. 

618. Field Companies of Eoyal Engineers may have two 
sets of Clothing Ledgers, one for mounted services, the other for 
dismounted services. 

619. All articles of Clothing, including wintfer Clothing, 
or any articles of Clothing issued to Begiments or Corps 
by the Director of Clothing (including those issued for trial

634. In the Cavalry and Infantry, and also in the Depot I*osting of 
Companies, Royal Engineers, the issues of articles will be "*^®®* 
posted from the Troop or Company requisitions. Army 
Forms H 1151 and H 1152 (late W.O. Forms 318 and 339). 
Officers Commanding Troops or Companies will sign receipts 

on these forms for the articles actually received by them, and 
the total quantities thus shown to have been received will be 
entered on the creditor side of the Ledgers.

637. The Nominal Clothing Roll will show the Clothing in 
possession of each soldier at the commencement of each year, 
the new and part-worn articles respectively issued to him 
during the year, those brought and taken away by transfers, 
those returned into store, and the balance iu possession of each 
soldier at the end of the year to be carried forward to the 
next Roll. 

638. All articles of Clothing, whether new or part-'Wom, 
issued to individual soldiers and posted on Uie creditor side of 
the respective Ledgers, will, whether issued free or on payment, 
be entered in the Nominal Clothing Roll against the names of 
the soldiers to whom the issues are made. 

639. The totries in the Nominal Clothing Roll will be shown 
by recording opposite the soldiers' names, tmder the proper 
heading, the two last figures denoting the year in which, the 
issue is made ; thus, an article issued at any time between the 
1st April, 1881, and the Slst March, 1882, wiU be entered as

641. The entries in the Nonunal Clothing Roll t^II be in 
black ink. Three lines will be reserved for the record of entrieii 
to each soldier.

If the entries of Sergeants'names in the Nominal Gothing 
Roll occupy more than one page, the totals of each page will be 
added up and carried forward from page to page to show the 
aggregate of Sergeants' Clothing, each separate date (year of 
issue) being reckoned, for the purposes of addition, as a unit, 
but each page of entries of names of soldiers below the rank of 
Sergeant will be totalled separately, the total of each page 
being carried direct to a summary at the end of the Roll, which 
summary will be added up to show the aggregate entries in the 
several columns for soldiers below the rank of Sergeant. 

647. All Clothing taken from soldiers, as recorded in the 
Nominal Clothing Roll, will be brought on charge on the debtor 
side of the Ledger for part-worn Clothing in tne Columns ap- 
propriated for the aiiicles belonging to the several ranks, each 
transaction being duly posted as it occurs in order that a 
balance of part-worn Clothing in store may be struck at any 
time. 

648. The Ledgers will be balanced as follows: — The Clothing 
on the 31st March in each year ; the Necessaries and sea kits 
on the 30th Jime, 30th September, 31st December, and 31st 
March, in each year, for the purpose of being compared by 
Regimental Boards of Survey with the stock remaining in 
store. 

649. The Ledgers will also be balanced on the occasion of 
an Officer succeeding to the command of a Regiment or Corps, 
whenever it becomes necessary to render a " final Account " of 
any of the articles on Regimental charge, and at any other 
time the Commanding Officer or Director of Clothing may think 
necessary. 

650. Immediately the Ledgers for one period are balanced 
and closed, the balances of new and part-worn articles shown 
therein will be carried forward to the Ledgers for the suc- 
ceeding period, and the names of the soldiers effective on the 
31st March will be at once entered in the Nominal Clothing 
Roll, the balance being brought forward in each case. 

651. If it can be possibly avoided, no issues will be made 
from the Quartermaster's store on the days on which the Ledgers 
are balanced and the stock counted. 

652. All articles found surplus at the periodical stock-takings 
will be at once brought on charge, and credit will immediately 
be given for all deficiencies. 

653. An Account showing the receipt and disposal of all 
articles of Clothing and Necessaries not issued from the Royal 
Army Clothing Depot on immediate repayment, will, except as 
provided in Paragraphs 658 to 661, be furnished annually to the 
Director of Clothing by each officer refeiTedtoin Paragi-aph 611.

Articles 
of Clothing sold, wiU be held on charge as part-worn until 
disposed o^f under instructions from the Director of Clothing. 

673> The sums recovered from soldiers on accoimt of Sums re- 
articles lost by neglect or made away with, will be entered in foJ^icles 
the form of Paymaster's Statement at the end of the Clothing sold. 
Account. 

674. Working Clothing issued to the Army Service Corps Working 
will be accounted for on Army Form H 1123 (late W.O. Form f^^^ , 
171) and the Account will be accompanied by a nominal roll ^^y g^^i^ 
simuar to that contained in the Annual Consolidated Clothmg Corps, 
and Necessaries Account. 

675. Commanding Officers wiU at once acknowledge the Documents 
receipt of observations, and will take care to return to the sent with 
Director of Clothing, with their answers to the observations on^Accoimts.

676. Clothing for boats* crews, and waterproof, working, ^^°^®' ^ ^

as the case may be. 

677. In the event of waterproof Clothing "on inventory" Waterproof 
being taken from a Station, the Commissariat Officer who 5^^'***^ ^ 
onginally made the issue will send through the Senior Commis- to other 
sariat Officer of the District or Command, to the Senior Commis- Districts, 
sariat Officer of the District or Command to which the Clothing 

has been taken, a detail of the articles supplied, together 
with the dates of issue. The Commissariat Officer who 
originally made the issue will then be absolved from all 
responsibility. 

678. On receipt of the returns referred to in Paragraph 677, 
the Senior Commissariat Officer of the District or Command 
to which the Clothing has been taken, will, after obtaining a 
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verification of the charge from the Commanding OflScer to 
whom the original issue was made, direct the Commissariat 
Officer in charge of Barracks to open an account against the 
Regiments or Corps, and that Officer will then become re- 
sponsible for the due return of the stores. 

679. Accounts will not be rendered from Lock Hospitals; 
all supplies made from time to time of Clothing and materials 
will be regarded as final transactions upon the receipt of 
the Lady Superintendent or Matron of each hospital. 

680. An Accoimt on Army Form H 1102 (late W.O. Form 
595) will be made up to 31st March in each year, and will be 
rendered within one month after that date, to the Director of 
Clothing, by the Senior Commissariat Officer of each District at 
Home or of each Foreign Station, showing the receipt and 
disposal of all articles of Clothing supplied from the Royal 
Army Clothing Depot or allowed to be purchased locally, for 
service of Barrack Sergeants or Labom^ers. If the prescribed 
Form be not large enough, or cannot be increased by the 
addition of inside sheets in manuscript, then that next in size, as 
laid down in Appendix VI, may be used. The instructions 
contained in this section as to the mode of keeping the Accoimt 
will be carefully attended to in so far as they apply to the case 
of Barrack Sergeants and Labourers, care being taken to bring 
on charge all supplies by separate vouchers, and not by abstracts 
according to Districts. The number of each voucher will also 
be quoted in the Account. 

68L Packages received from the Royal Army Clothing 
Dep8t with Clothing for Barrack Sergeants or Labourers, 
will, as pointed out m Paragraph 623, be brought on charge 
in the Account for Barrack Sergeants and Labourers, and 
not iQ the Expense Store Account. 

682. When Barrack Sergeants or Labourers are transferred 
from one Station to another, the date of transfer together with 
the Station to which the men are transferred, will be inserted 
in the Account in the column for remarks opposite the name of 
each man transferred. 
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SECTION XIV.-CHARGES ON ACCOUNT OF 
CLOTHING AND NECESSARIES. 


683. All Slims paid on account of Clothing and Necessaries. No charge to 
will be charged in the Pay List, but no amount will be included be included in 
in the Pay List or Account of a department or Coi-ps at home ^ .^^^ T"^^ 
without having been previously authorised by the Director of ^thoritv.

686. Vouchers or claims sent for pre-audit Avill not be I>uplicate 
required in dupUcate, except as provided for in Paragraph 183. ^°^«^^®"- 

687. When an authority shall have been received from Settlement of 
the Director of Clothing, the claim, if not previously paid, vrill Claims. 

be settled, and the Paymaster, or other OflScer responsible for 
pay, will include the amount in his Pay List or Account. 

688. It will not be necessary for Regiments and Corps, or ExceptioriS in 
Departments, abroad to adopt this course, but all charges of the ^^e of Corps 
nature alluded to will be carefully examined before being *^^*^' 
passed through the Accounts. 

689. At Foreign Stations the charges for articles provided Certificate 
on the spot will, in addition to the receipted bills, be supported tbat articles 
by a certificate from the Officer Commanding, stating that the ^^^ broug^^^^ 
articles charged for have been brought on charge in the oncbarge. 
Clothing or Necessaries Ledger of the period. 

690. When charges are made for making up any cbarges for 
garments, or for fixing on numerals, or badges, Officers making nj^. 
Commanding Regiments or Corps, and Officers of the Com- 
missariat, and of the Ordnance Store Department, both at home 

and abroad, will be required to quote on the face of the claims 
for such charges the number of the authority on which the articles 
were issued from the Royal Army Clothing Depot, the number 
of articles charged for on each order as quoted on the delivery 
voucher being distinctly shown. 

691. When an Officer is called upon to certify an account or Officers to be 
bill of any kind for payment, he wiU take every possible pre- careful wben 
caution that his signature is not given twice for the same articles, ^J^^^"^ * 
and will clearly understand that, should any double payment be

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made in consequence of his having certified twice over, he will 
be held responsible for the amount so overpaid. 

692. Any sums due to soldiers on discnarge will be paid by 
the Paymaster to the Officer Commanding the Troop, Battery, 
Company, or Detachment to which they belong, the Paymaster 
obtaining from such Officer the necessary vouchers in support of 
the charge in the Pay List. Where the Officer Commanding the 
Troop, Battery, Company, or Detachment, is responsible for 
pay, such Officer will settle with the men and charge the 
amount in his Pay List or Account. 

693. No expense not authorised by regulation will be 
incurred without the authority of the Dneotor of Clothing 
having been first obtained, and, when authorised, the claim will, 
if at home, be forwarded for pre-audit in the same manner as 
other charges. 

694. At Home Stations all " fair wear " reports for articles 
of Clothing, such as watch coats, capes, leggings, boots, slippers, 
and shoes (except . gymnasimn shoes) will be forwarded to the 
Director of Clothing for pre-audit. 
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SECTION XV.-STOPPAGES FOR CLOTHING AND 

NECESSARIES. 


695. All articles of Clothing will be taken cai'e of by soldiers, Soldiers 
who will be reqiui'ed to keep them in repair, allowing for fair responsible for 
wear and tear, and any loss or damage occasioned by neglect ^^^^^^^S- 
will be made good by stoppages from pay. The occurrence 

of such loss or damage wiU be ascertained by frequent 
iBspeotion. 

696. No soldier will be put under stoppages to pay for any ^^^ ^

697. The pay of the soldier on every Station will be liable Bates fixed by

698. No stoppages will be made in advance of the time -^^^ ^ ^^ 
when articles are required except at the soldier's request or made in 
when any expensive article is hkely soon to be required, in advance, 
which case the regulated stoppages may be resorted to during 

the month prior to the issue of such article. 

699. A soldier sentenced by Court-Martial, or ordered Value of wear 
by competent military authoritjr to pay for Clothing made of unexpired 
away with by him, will be required to pay the value of the ci^iog to 
unexpired wear of the garments made away with. be reooyered.

702. In order that iJie proper charges may be made against Prices of

article of Clothing, the value when new and when worn out 
will be published from time to time in Army Circulars. 

703. The following is the method of computing the value of 
a lost article : — 

(a.) Deduct the worn-out value of the lost garment from its 

value when new. 
(6.) Divide the remainder by the number of months the 

garment should wear. 
(c.) Multiply the quotient bv the number of months the 

lost garment has actually been worn. 
(d.) Subtract the result from the total value of the 

garment when new. 
(e,) The remainder will be the sum to be charged to 

the soldier. 

704. In cases where the soldier has not lost the garment, but 
has so damaged it as to make it unserviceable, the worn-out value 
will be deducted fri^^m the final result arrived at in the manner 
described in Paragraph 703, and the difference will be the sum 
to be charged to the soldier. 

705. Where the worn out value of an article is less than 
one shilling, it will not be taken into account in the calculations 
required to find the amount representing the value of the 
unexpired period of wear, but not less than the worn-out value 
will be charged in any case. 

706. The special arm badges allowed in Regiments of Cavalry 
for wear over the chevrons will be charged for as foDows : — 

When new and during the first year's wear, full value. For 
every subsequent • year's wear, one twenty-fourth of 
the full value will be deducted, and when worn the 
full period and subsequently lost, one half the full 
value will be charged. 

707. Articles of Clothing not forthcoming at the expiration 
of the period of wear will be charged for at their worn-out value. 
See Paragraph 147. 

708. In the event of a soldier becoming non-effective whilst 
on furlough, the value of any articles oi Clothing taken by 
him on furlough which are not forthcoming will be debited in 
his non-effective account. 

70iB. The value of articles of Clothing deficient on desertion 
will not be included in the non-effective account, except as 
provided for in Paragi-aph 708, but if the deserter rejoins he 
will be charged therewith. 

710. The non-effective account of a soldier deserting or 
dying will not be charged with the cost of Clothing or 
Necessaries issued on payment, or repairs thereto, unless the 
article shall have been suppKed, or the work executed in the 
month during which the man became non-effective. 

7X1. In the latter case, a certificate signed by the OflScer 
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Commanding the Company, Troop, or Battery, that the articles Certificates 
were actually issued from the Quartermaster's or other pubhc to support 
stores, or_ that the work was performed by his order, and n^JJ[^^y 
giving the date of issue or execution, will be annexed to the accounts, 
non-effective Account. 

712. When the articles are not provided from Public Stores, Tradesman's 
the charges will be vouched by the certificates of the Officer ^^^^^ 
Commanding the Company, Troop, or Battery, showing from charges, 
what store they were issued!, and will be accompanied by the 
tradesman's receipt. 
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718. On all oocasions of oonsigiimentB of Clothing at 
Necessaries being delivered, the Officers, or others, recttving 
them, before any receipt is given to the carrier, will ascertain 
whether the j>ackages nave been damaged in transit either by 
wet or by being opened, or in any other way. Should snch 
be the case, or should any suspicion arise as to the packages 
having been tampered with, the circumstances will be at 
once pointed out to the person conveying the goods, and 
the packages will be opened, as soon as possible, in the presence 
of a Board of Survey and the contents cotmted, notice being 
given to the Carrier, or his representative, of the time fixed for 
tne opening, in order that he may be present on the occasion, 
if he so desire. A memorandum will always be made, on the 
carrier's note, of any damage, or loss, or appearance of 
tampering, as in the absence of any remarks, no claims 
could be made against the carrier, and the officer receiving 
the consignments would make himself responsible. 

714. When a supply of Clothing or Necessaries for a Regi- 
ment or Corps arrives at the place where the troops are stationed, 
it will without delay, except as provided for in Paragraph 718, be 
compared with the sealed patterns and otherwise inspected by a 
Board of Survey composed of the three senior officers present 
with the Regiment or Corps (the Commanding Officer excepted), 
and the proceedings of the Board on Army Form H 1156, (late 
W.O. Form 620) will be forwarded by the Commanding Officer, 
in original onlv, to the Director of Clothing. In the case of the 
supply of Clothing or Necessaries for Troops in the Field, the 
articles, on receipt by the Ordnance Store Department, will be 
examined by a mixed Board. 

715. Packages in which Clothing or Necessaries are received 
by a Regiment or Corps will not be opened until the members 
of the Board of Survey have assembled. 

716. When the Board assembles they will, in the first place, 
carefully examine all the packages to see whether they have 
been opened or tampered with in any way, and will make such 
remarks on this point in their report as they may deem 
necessary. 

717. The Board will then cause the packages to be weighed 
and opened in their presence, and will carefully note the 
number of each bale, case, or other package, together with the 
weight of it and the articles which it contains. Every instance 
of excess or deficiency of goods, as compared with the invoice 
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or Toucherg, and tbe numbers and contents of each package of 
tho whole supply, will be detailed in the report of the Board 
of Survey, which will be forwarded to the Director of Clothing. 

718. If a Commanding Officer shall consider that the supplies Packages not 
of Gothing or Necessaries will beHable to deterioration from any opened to 
oause, if unpacked, he will, after, a Board of Survey shall have J*J2oration 
ascertained that the packages have not been tampered with 

during transit or damaged m any way, use his discretion as to

719. A number, not less than ten per cent., of such garments Fitting of 
M axe supplied in sizes. wiU be fitted to men of corresponding ^f^-^P' 
measurements ui the presence oi the Board. sizes. 

720. In the event of any damage being discovered in Damaged 
articles of either Clothing or Necessaries received, or of their -Articles. 
being found to differ from, or to be unequal to the sealed 
pattern^ in materials or workmanship, or not to correspond 

m measurement with the sizes given on the tickets affixed to 
the garments, a statement of the facts will be made in the 
report of the Board, and in the exti*act of the proceedings an- 
estimate will be given of the cost at which the articles rejected 
can be rendered fit for issue. 

721. Whenever Boards of Survey find it necessary to Articles con- 
condemn any articles issued from the PubUc Stores on account fi®2?^e"^* 
of damage received in transit, or of inferiority to pattern, such jected. 
articles will not be considered as finally rejected. 

722. If any articles of either Clothing or Necessaries be Extract in 
rejected, an extract from the proce.edings of the Board of ^?"^^*° 
Survey will be made on Army Form H 1154 (late W.O. articles. 
Form 223), which the Commandmg Officer will forward with 

his observations to the General or other Officer Command- 
ing, who will fully investigate the case, and if possible decide 
whether the Board's objections are to be overruled or not, but 
if the General Officer Commanding shall agree with the Board 
of Survey, he will record his opinion upon the " Extract *' and 
transmit it to the Adiutant-General of the Forces. 

723. In all cases of rejection of boots, the maker's name, Com^amta 
which will be found stamped on the boots, will be recorded ^ts.^^^ 
in the proceedings of the Board which inspects them. 

724. Reports of the proceedings of Boards of Survey will Proceedings 
in all cases be recorded at Regiments or Corps in Army (late ^^ ^^^ *^ 
W.O,) Book 106, in order that there may be a proper record of ^™^" ^' 
the same.

725. Clothing and Necessaries which, after examination, 
have been approved at the Royal Army Clothing Dep6t, and 
subsequently passed by a Regimental or Garrison Board of 
Survey as fit for issue, and have been taken into wear by 
the soldier, cannot be received back as unfit for use. 

726. A Regimental Board of Survey will be held on the 
31st March in each year to verify the " remain " of Clothing in 
store as shown in the Ledgers and annual Account, and to report 
upon the condition of the articles. The report of the Board will, 
immediately on its completion, be forwarded to the Director 
of Clothing. 

727. Regimental Boards of Survey will be held upon all the 
Necessaries and sea kits in store on the 30th June, 30th 
September, 31st December, and 31st March, in each year, for the 
purpose of ascertaining whether the stock in store agrees with the 
Ledgers, and of reporting upon the condition of the articles. The 
reports of the Boards will be forwarded without delay to the 
Director of Clothing. 

728. Regimental Boards of Survey for the purpose of verify- 
ing the sto(^k in store, and of reporting upon the articles in 
store, will also be held whenever it becomes necessary to render 
an Account to the Director of Clothing consequent upon a change 
of Commanding Officers, or on any other special occasion, and 
the Board's Report will accompany such Account. 

729. Whenever Boards of Survey are convened in accord- 
ance with these Regulations to report on all articles in Regi- 
mental store, the Board will ascertam, by counting the articles, 
that the numbers in store correspond with the balances shown 
in the Ledgers. The quantity of each article agreeing with the 
balance shown in the Ledgers, and any surplus or deficiency 
which may be found to exist will be specified in the report of 
the Board. The proceedings will also specify the condition of 
the articles in store, together with the opinion of the Board as 
to the cause of any deterioration which may be discovered, and 
as to the advisability and probable cost of repairing any articles 
which may be unfit for issue. The Board will report as to 
the best mode* of disposing of unserviceable articles. The 
Board will also, before recommending that any loss on account 
of deterioration shall fall upon the public, ascertain and record 
on the proceedings of the Board the steps taken for the due care 
and preservation of the articles. 

780. Commanding Officers will be careful to impress upon 
Officers composing Boards of Survey on balances of Clothmg 
and Necessaries, the necessity which exists for carefully examin- 
ing all the articles in store, in order that their reports may furnish 
reliable information as to the quantities and actual condition of 
such articles, and that they will be held responsible that their 
reports are strictly accurate and represent the resulta of 
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personal inspection of the articles which it is their duty to 
examine and to count. 

73L Any defects found in Clothing on its receipt will be Defects in 
reported at once before any alterations have been made in any Clothing, 
of the articles. 

732. Before part-worn Clothing is transferred from part of Part-worn 

a Regiment or Corps to another part of the same Regiment or J^^^^^t^e*®^*^ 
Corps, it will be surveyed by a Board of Officers in order to station for 
ascertain whether it is fit and suitable for the re-issue. re-issue. 

733. The decision of such Board of Officers, will be final as 
regards the fitness of the part-worn Clothing for re-issue, and 
the Officers who compose these Boards will therefore bear in 
mind the necessity that exists for every article brought before 
them being carefully examined, and only those reported 
serviceable in regard to which no question can be thereafter 
raised. 

784. On receipt, by the part of the Regiment or Corps to 
which it is transferred, of the part-worn Clothing pronounced 
fit for re-issue, it will not be again surveyed, but a Board of 
Officers will report on the condition of the packages and the 
number of each article received. 
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736. Standard patterns approved by The Sovereign are de- 
posited at the Royal Army Clothing Depot and patterns sent for 
the guidance of Boards of Siu^vey will be compared with the 
standard patterns by an Officer acting under the orders of the 
Field Marshal or General Officer Commanding-in-Chief for the 
time being, and if approved by him will be sealed to accompany 
suppUes. 

786. No Officer will direct or knowingly permit any variation 
whatever from the sealed patterns of Clothing and Necessaries^ 
nor will he provide, either by demand on the Director of Clothing 
or by local purchase, any article for service of tiie soldierb imder 
his command, which is not strictly in accordance with the sealed 
patterns ; and if a sealed pattern of an article which it is nece^r 
sary to provide is not in possession of the Corps he will applj^ to 
the Director of Clothing for one. See also Paragraph 1. 

737. A sealed pattern of each article of Clothing issued in 
compliance with the annual requisitions to Regiments, Battalions, 
Brigades, Batteries, Troops, Companies or Dep8ts will be supplied 
annually from the Royal Army Clothing Depdt. These sealed 
patterns, after serving the purpose of comparison with articles 
of the annual supply, will be kept in store, carefully preserved 
so as not to be soiled or otherwise rendered unfit for issue, 
and will serve for the inspection of all supplies, not specially 
accompanied by patterns, received during tne year, until freeJb 
sealed patterns are received with the next annual supply of 
Clothing, which will supersede them. Then, but not till tiien, 
the seals may be broken oflF the old patterns, and the articles 
themselves issued at the same time as those newly received. 

738. Regiments of Cavalry, Battalions of Infantry, Brigade 
Depots, Troops, or Companies of Royal Engineers or Army 
Service Corps, Batteries of Royal Artillery and Districts of Army 
Hospital Corps, unprovided with patterns, will be supplied wiui 
them on the requisitions of Commanding Officers, ana no other 
patterns than those last received will be used in the inspection 
of supplies. 

739. Sealed patterns of garments issued in material for Staff 
Sergeants and Band will also be supplied if applied for. The 
patterns will be portions of the annual supply, and, after serving 
for the making up and inspection of the supply, wiQ be issued to 
the men for whom they have been made up, according to the size 
rolls furnished with the application. 

740. A sealed pattern great-coat, cloak, or cape will, except 
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in the cases of Brigade Depots and Batteries of Royal Artillery, 
be sent with each supply of not less than one hundred of each, in 
order that the supply may be compared therewith, and when 
it has served this purpose, the seals will be broken off and the 
garment issued. 

741. In Brigade Depots and Batteries of Royal Artillery, 5"^^* and 
a sealed pattern great-coat, or cloak, and cape will be issued Batteries, 
with the first supply in each year, and also when a change of Royal 
pattern takes place ; when this patterji is no longer required as -AjtiUeiy, 
such, the seals will be broken off it and the garment be issued 

for wear. 

742. Sealed patterns of all articles composing the free kit Free kita. 
will, upon receipt of requisitions, be issued to each Regiment 

or Battalion, each Brigade Depot, each Battery of Royal 
Artillery, each Dep8t, Troop, or Company of Royal Engineers, 
each Company of Army Service Coi-ps, and each separate 
command of Army Hospital Coi*ps. 

743. Sealed patterns of articles comprising a sea kit, will, S®* ^^*^*' 
when the articles are not the same as in the free kit, be issued 

to each Dep&t Battery, Royal Artillery, each Dep8t of Royal 
Engineers, Army Service Corps, or Army Hospital Corps, each 
Brigade DepSt, and to each Regiment permitted to have a store 
of sea kits. 

744* The sealed patterns of free kit, or sea kit Necessaries Obsolete 
iflgued to the services mentioned in Paragraphs 742 and 743, will P»tt«™- 
be retained as such until superseded by new patterns, when the 
Heals will be removed, and they will be issued to recniits or 
sold to the soldiers at the rates promulgated in Amy Circulars 
in force at the time. If, however, they are deteriorated, they 
will be sold at such reduced rates as may be fixed by a Board 
of Survey with the approval of the Director of Clothing. 

745. When Regiments or Corps which are not permitted to ^*.^^*® f°^

747. A sealed pattern book of laces and buttons worn by Book of 
Officers will be issued to each Regiment or Corps, and will be Officers* 
required to lajst thkty years. patterns. 
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748. Non-Commissioned Officers and men of linked Battalions 
permanently employed on the Staff of Brigade Depots will 
wear the uniform of the 'first in numerical order of such Bat- 
talions. The Staff of the Rifle Depot will wear the uniform of 
the Rifle Brigade, but their only head-dress will be the forage 
cap. 

749. Soldiers, other than those on the Permanent StaflF of the 
Brigade Depot, originally enlisted for, and still belonging to 
a particular Regiment of the Brigade, although serving at 
a Brigade Depot, will continue to wear the uniform of their 
Regiment. 

750. Soldiers returning from abroad, who join a Brigade 
Depot for duty, will, whilst at the Brigade Dep6t, continue to 
wear the uniform of the Battalion from which they came, unless 
they are appointed to the Permanent Stafi^, when they will be 
clothed as laid down in Paragraph 748. 

75L Cloth helmets, chacos, fusilier caps, or feather bonnets, 
of soldiers sent from the Brigade Depot to the Home or Foreign 
Battalion, will be retained at the Brigade Depot and utilized 
until worn the prescribed period. In like manner the cloth 
helmets, chacos, fusilier caps, or feather bonnets, of soldiers sent 
from the Home Battalion to the Brigade Depot, will be kept at 
the Battalion, except on the fonuation of a new Brigade Depot, 
to which fhe detachments will be sent complete with head- 
dresses. 

752. Helmets will not be worn at the Rifle Depot. 

753. Great-coats and capes taken by drafts irom Brigade 
Depots to the Home Battalions, will be brought back by the 
conducting party for re-issue at the Brigade Depot. 

754. Leggings will not be taken by drafts from Brigade 
Depots, unless they are required for the journey, in which case 
they vnW be taken, but will be brought back by the conducting 
party as laid do^vn in Paragraph 753. 
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755. Until a recruit shall have been approved by a Mill- Y^^ 
tary Medical Officer he will not, for the purposes of these Regu- passedJ' 
lations, be considered as having been passed into the Service. 

756. In cases where knives, forks, and spoons cannot be bor- Recniithig 
rowed from the Canteen for the use of recruits at Recruiting I>ep6tB. 
Depots, or recruits' waiting rooms m barracks, these articles will 

be supplied at the public expense, and will be exchanged when 
worn out. 

757. Towels, soap, blacking, and blacking and polishing Recruits' 
brushes for the use of recruits whilst waiting at Brigade Depots Barracks, 
and Recruits' Barracks will be supplied by the Commissariat. 

758. Recruits of Royal Artillery will be supplied with Rojal 
Clothing and Necessaries by the Batteiy to which they are Artillerv. 
posted. 

759. The following instructions will be observed in issuing B^j-^^e 
Gothing to recruits raised at, or sent to, the Head-Quarters of Dep6ts. 
Sub-Districts. 

(a.) The issues to recruits at Brigade Depots composed of

(i.) When both Battalions of a Brigade Depot composed of 
Detachments of Highland Regiments are abroad, the 
recruits enlisted at the Snb-district will, at the ex- 
piration of six months' service, be supplied with the 
tunics not previously issued to them. Tunics may, 
however, be supplied at any time prior to the expira- 
tion of six months' service to recruits who join during 
the winter months, if the Commanding Officer conflideii 
them reqmsite. 

On being subsequently posted to one of the Battalions 
the recruits will be suppUed with the articles of Clothing 
and Necessaries previously withheld. Should any 
recruit become non-effective before being supplied 
with the Clothing and Necessaries withheld, the value 
of the articles will be credited in his accounli. 
(<?.) Recruits proceeding direct to the Foreign BattaHon 
from the Brigade Dep6t will be properly fitted and pro- 
vided with the uniform of that Battalion before em- 
barkation. 
(d,) Facings of the Home Battalion pattern will be issued to 
recruits at Brigade Depots, but on being ordered to 
join the BattaUon abroad, their facing will, if neces- 
sary, be changed. When both Battalions are abroad^ 
recruits will be supplied with the facings of the first, 
in numerical order, of such Battalions. 
(«.) Badges for glengarry caps and metal numerals for 
shoulder straps (where worn) of the pattern in use by 
the Home Battalion, will be issued to recruits, but wh«ai 
recruits are drafted to the Foreign BattaUoii, thene 
articles will be taken into store, for re-issue to other 
recruits. 
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(/.) Numerals for great-coats, tunics, and frocks will not be 
supplied to the Rifle Depot, but these garments will be 
completed at the Battalion to which the recruits may- 
be posted. 

(g,) Special collar badges will not be provided, except in the 
case of Brigade Depots which are composed of Com- 
panies of the first and second BattaUons of the same 
Regiment, when, if special badges are worn by such 
Regiment, they may be provided, as also in cases where 
the Companies belong to two different Regiments 
which wear the same special badge. These special 
badges will be taken away by the recruits on their 
being posted to either of the Battalions. 

In other cases the ordinary metal crowns will be 
worn and taken away by drafts, unless the drafts be 
sent to Regiments wearing a special badge, in which 
case the crowns will be taken into store for re-issue 
to other recruits. 

(A.) Great-coats and leggings will be supplied in accordance 
with the instructions under those neads. (Section U, 
Sub-Sections IV and V.) In Brigade Depots com- 
posed of Companies of the first and second Ba1>- 
talions of the same Regiment, except the Rifle Depot, 
numerals will be supplied with the great-coats, out 
in other Brigade Depots, numerals will not be supphed 
until the recruits join one of the linked battalions.

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760. Transfers or volunteers will take with them such 
articles of Clothing as can be worn after transfer. 

761. The expense actually and necessarily incurred for 
changing the facings of all soldiers transferred for the benefit 
of the public, will be allowed, upon application being made 
to the Director of Clothing. 

762. Soldiers transferred at their own request for their own 
convenience, will be required to have their facings changed at 
their own expense. 

763. Transfers or volunteers to Regiments or Corps other 
than the Army Hospital Corps and Army Service Corps will, 
when the Clothing of their former Regiment cannot be made 
available, be allowed to take with them a forage cap, a frock 
(in Regiments or Corps wearing waistcoats or jackets they will 
take the waistcoat or jacket), one pair of ti'ousera or trews, 
and one pair of boots or shoes, and they will be dealt witii for 
Clothing m the new Regiment or Corps as recruits. If the 
transfer take place before 1st October, these articles will be 
returned to the Regiment or Corps to which they belong, pro- 
vided the cost of carriage does not exceed the value of the 
garments, otherwise they will be disposed of under instructions 
from the Director of Clothing.

767. A soldier of the Royal Artillery in a Field Brigade, Men of R. A. 
transferred from dismounted to mounted duties, as also a soldier transferred to 
in a Field Brigade, Royal Artillery, appointed Acting Bom- mounted 
hardier, will receive a pair of part-worn pantaloons, and return ^^^^ ^^ 

to store a pair of annual trousers. He will also receive a pair of Brigades, 
knee boots, retaining his Wellington boots for the original period 
for which they were issued, and also his ankle boots, which 
will be kept up at his own expense. If there be no part- 
worn pantaloons in store, one pair of trousers will be converted 
into pantaloons at such rates as will be promulgated from time 
to time in Army Circulars.

768. A soldier of the Royal Artillery in a Field Brigade, Mcnof R.A. 
transferred from mounted to dismounted duties, will return his aumounted 
pantaloons and knee boots into store, and receive a pair of duties in Field 
trousers in lieu of the pantaloons. If transferred between 1st Brigswcles. 
April and 30th Septemoer he will receive a pair of part-worn 

ankle boots sufficiently good to last to the following 1st October,

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when they will be replaced, but if there be Ho part-worn «iikle 
boots in store, compensation in lieu will be paid from date of 
transfer to 30th September. If transferred between 1st 
October and 31st Marcn the man will receive a new pair of anide 
boots to last until 30th September following. 

769. A soldier of the Royal Artillery, transferred from a 
Garrison to a Field Brigade as a dismounted man, will not be 
supplied with Wellington boots until the 1st April after transfer, 
but will be allowed compensation for the difference in value 
between ankle and wellmgton boots jfrom date of transfer to 
the 31st March following. If, bein^ a dismounted man, he is 
transferred from a Field to a Gamson Brigade, he will not be 
required to return the Wellington boots into store, but will con- 
tinue them in wear until the period for which they were issued 
has expired. 

770. A soldier of the Royal Artillery, transferred from 
mounted duties in a Horse or Field Brigade to dismounted 
duties in a Garrison Brigade, will retmn his pantaloons, knee 
boots, and Wellington boots into store, and will be treated for 
annual trousers and ankle boots in the same manner as a Recruit 
of the period in which the transfer takes place. 

771. A soldier transferred from dismoimted to mounted 
duties, who hgts not previously been supplied with the 
kit of a mounted man, will be entitled, ftee of expense, 
on the Certificate of the .Officer Commanding that they 
have not previously been issued, to the articles necessary to 
complete his kit, and the issue of the same will be noted 
in the man's pocket ledger. He will also be entitled to a 
mess tin and strap, in exchange for the mess tin, cover, and 
strap in his possession, provided the latter are in a serviceable 
condition and fit for issue to a recruit. In the same way a 
soldier transferred from mounted to dismounted duties will be 
entitled to have his mess tin and strap exchanged, if serviceable, 
for a mess tin, cover, and strap, and to have his valise and 
straps taken over at a valuation under the conditions laid down 
in Paragraph 321. This rule will also be carried out in regard 
to Cavalry valises, or knapsacks and straps. 

772. Should the articles to be exchanged, or any of them, 
be unfit for re-issue to another soldier, they will not be ex- 
changed, and the soldier will have to provide the requisite 
articles at his own expense. 

773. A soldier of the Royal Engineers transferred from 
mounted to dismounted duties, or vice versa, will be treated for 
pantaloons, trousers, and boots in the same manner as a recruit 
of the period in which he is so transferred, the unsuitable 
articles being returned into store for re-issue. 

774. Conductors of Supplies, transferred from mounted to 
dismounted duties, or vice versd^ will return to trtore the articles

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of Clothing no longer required, and will receive compensation 
up to the 31st March following, at the monthly rates laid down 
for Staff Sergeants, Army Service Corps, the usual allowances 
for provisions of Clothing being made after that date. 

775. Tranrfers from the Infantry to the Cavalry and Royal "^^^ 
Artillery will receive the extra flannel shirt supplied to the latter ^'^^*°*^'^' 
Corps, provided the transfer is made for the benefit of the public. 

776. Soldiers sent from a Battalion of Infantry at home to a Transfers 
Foreign Battalion will be clothed in the uniform of the latter ^^om Home 
prior to embarkation. ^ BauXns. 

777. If necessary, soldiers transferred from one Regiment or Part-wom 
Corps to another, or from mounted to dismoimted duty, or vice Clothing on 
versa, may be supplied with such part-wom articles of Clothing transfer. 
as may be requisite to save the Clothing in their possession. 

778. In all cases of transfer from one Regiment or Corps Necessaries. 
in the Regular Forces, to another, the Officer Commanding the 
Regiment or Corps to which the soldier is transferred, will pro- 
vide him, from the Regimental store, gratis, unless the transfer 

be made at the soldier's own request for his own convenience, 
with such articles of Necessaries as are requisite in consequence 
of any difference existing in the patterns of the two Regi- 
ments or Corps.

780. Soldiei* transferred from one Regiment or Corps of the Soldiers who 
Refi;ular Forces to another, receiving each a bounty on tmnsfer, ^0^^^*^ 
wiU be required to complete their kits at their own expense, transfer. 
but will be clothed at the public expense. 

781. Each soldier proceeding from a Brigade Depot to join Soldiers 
a Battalion which is provided with knapsacks, will be supplied, joimng 
before leaving the former, with a knapsack and straps, as ^^j^ap' 
Necessaries,. free of charge. eacks, 

782. Each soldier of a draft sent from a Battalion of Infantry 
at home, which is not provided with knapsacks, to a Battalion 
serving abroad which has knapsacks, will be suppUed, prior to 
embarkation, with a knapsack and straps as Necessaries, free of 
charge. 

783. Soldiers permitted to re-engage for a Regiment other -^^^ ^^ 
than that in which they complete their service, will have their eoldiere 
kits completed with such articles of Necessaries as are requi- re-engagiog 
Bite in consequence of any difference of pattern in the kits of the J?orp8?^*^ *^^ 
two Regiments or Corps, and "vvill have tneir Clothing altered for 

'Wear in their new Regiments or Corps at the public 
expense. See Paragraph 65. 

784. Soldiers transfeiTcd to serve on probation in the Probationers 
Army Service Corps or Army Hospital Corps, will not take with ^^^'^'^'^^ 
them their head-dresses, (except forage caps), tunic, dress 
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tronsers, or pantaloons of the Corps from which they are 
transferred, but will give them into the Regimental store. 

785. The articles given into store by the soldiers men- 
tioned in Paragi-aph 784, will be retained in store until the 
period of probation has elapsed, when, if the men be rejected 
and returned to their Regiments, these articles will be re-issued 
to them. If the soldiers be accepted the articles will be 
issued to other men or otherwise appropriated, as directed in 
Paragraph 138. 

786. Soldiers joining the Army Service Corps or Army 
Hospital Corps on probation, will be supplied with the requisite 
Clothing (including forage caps), but if, after the period of pro- 
bation has expired, they be rejected, the Clothing will be 
returned into store and disposed of as directed in Paragraph 136. 

787. The Clothing brought to the Army Service Corps or 
Army Hospital Corps by soldiers transferred on probation, wiU, 
with the exception of boots, be retained until the period of 
probation has expired, when, if the men be accepted, it will be 
disposed of imder instructions from the Director of Clothing, but, 
if they be rejected, it will be issued to them to enable them to 
return to their Corps. 

788. The cloaks or great-coats sent with soldiers transferred 
on probation to the Army Service Corps or Army Hospital 
Corps should, if possible, be condemned or worn out, in order to 
obviate the necessity of their being returned to the Corps 
whence received. When, however, serviceable cloaks or great- 
coats are sent, they will, on the Probationers being accepted, 
be returned, if of a different pattern to that used in the Army 
Service Corps, or Army Hospital Corps, to the Regiment 
or Corps from which the men came. If not of a different 
pattern they will be kept on charge and accounted lor. 

789. Each soldier serving on probation with the Transport 
Branch, Army Service Corps or with the Army Hospital Corps 
will, on joining, be supplied at the public expense with such 
articles of Regimental Necessaries as are requisite in conse- 
quence of difference of pattern. If the men be finally trans- 
ferred to the Corps, these articles will be treated as a portion 
of the kit to which they become entitled on transfer. If the 
men be sent back to their Regiments, these articles will be 
taken from them and will be re-issued to other transfers on 
probation, until worn out, when, if condemned by a Board of 
Survey, they may be sold by auction, the proceeds being 
credited in the Pay List. Soldiers who receive part worn 
articles of kit for use during the period of probation, will be 
entitled, on being finally transferred to the Corps, to nave 
them exchanged for new articles. 

790. Soldiers re-transferred to their original Regiment or 
Corps, on account of misconduct, will not be entitled to a 
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gratuitous issue ol any of the articles of Necessaries which for mis-' 
may be required to complete their kits to that of the Regiment ^^onduct. 
or Corps to which they are re-transferred, 

791. A Transfer Clothing Statement on Army Form H 1157 Transfer 
(late W.O. Form 32), showing the articles of Clothing in wear, 8^^^^^^,^^, 
and the year for which each article has been issued, will be 
forwarded with each soldier transfen^ed, to whatever Branch of 

the Army, or Departments connected therewith, the man may 
belong. All articles of time-expired Clothing allowed to be 
retained for fatigue duties will also be included in this return 
by year of issue, 

792. Care will be t^aken to compare the Transfer Clothing Articles trans- 
Statement (Army Form H 1157, late W.O. Form 32) with the ^^^^^ ^^ 
entries in the Nominal Clothing Roll (Army Form H 1127, 

H 1128, H 1145, or H 1146, late W.O. Form 593, 594, 602, or 603) 
from which it has been prepared, and with the soldier's pocket 
ledger, also to see that the soldier before leaving the Regiment 
or Corps, has actually in his possession all the articles of Clothing 
specified in the Transfer Clothing Statement, and no others. 

793. Likewise, on the arrival of a soldier transferred to a 
Regiment or Corps, care will be taken- to check his Transfer 
Clothing Statement and pocket ledger at once, and to see that 
he has in his possession the Clothing therein specified. The 
articles of Clothing will then be immediately entered from the 
Transfer Clothing Statement into the Nominal Clothing Roll 
(Army Form H 1127, H 1128, H 1145, or H 1146, late W.O, 
Form 593, 594, 602 or 603), any articles taken from the soldier 
being also entered on the debtor side of the Ledger for part-worn 
Clothing. 

794. Transfers from the Royal Artillery to Artillery Regi- From Royal 
ments of Militia and Artillery Volunteers, will be required to Artillery to 
wear the uniform of Royal Artillery pattern, up to the date of ^^^g^^g ^f 
their discharge from the Army. The following arrangements will m1^ and 
therefore be carried out : — ' Volunteers. 

(a.) Soldiers from Garrison Brigades will take all their Regi- 
mental Clothing with them. 

(6.) Mounted soldiers of Field Brigades will take all but their 
pantaloons, knee boots, and* spurs; and dismounted 
soldiers will take all their Clothing. 

(c.) Soldiers from Horse Brigades will each take a forage cap, 
undress jacket, pair of trousers, and pair of Wellington 
boots, only. On joining a Militia Regiment they will 
be furnished with the articles they require to complete 
their uniform, the undress jackets and Wellington 
boots being returned to the Batteries from which the 
men were transferred. 

795. Transfers from the Royal Engineers to Militia Engi- From the 
neers will be required to wear the uniform of Royal Engineers ^y»^ 
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to the date of their diflcharge from the Army, they will there* 
fore take all their Regimental Clothing with them. 

796. Soldiers tmnsferred to the Militia from line Regiments 
will take only such articles of Clothing with them as will be 
available in the. new Regiment, or can be made available by 
alteration. If the Clothing cannot be altered, only a forage cap, 
frock, pair of trousers, and pair of boots will be taken, and the 
soldiers transferred will be completed with Clothing at the 
Militia Regiment. 

797. Great-coats in wear by soldiers transfen'ed, will, if of 
the correct pattern, be taken by them to the Militia. Soldiers 
transferred from Regiments or Coi-ps using cloaks will take a 
worn-out cloak. 

798. When volunteers are received from the Mihtia, the 
articles of Clothing, except great-coats and capes, brought by 
them and found by Officers Commanding Regiments or Corps 
of the Regular Forces receiving them, to be in bad condition, 
will be taken- into store, and instructions as to the disposal of 
such articles will be obtained from the Director of Clothmg. 

799. If the articles referred to in Paragraph 798, be in good 
condition they' will be returned to the Militia Regiments fronoi 
which the men volunteered. 

800. Great-coats and capes received with volunteers from 
Militia Regiments, if in good condition, will be returned to the 
Regiment from which they were received, but if in bad condi- 
tion, the fact will be notified to the Director of Clothing, ou 
Army Form H 1101 (late W.O. Form 130), who will give instruc- 
tions as to their disposal. 

801. The final disposal of any article of Clothing brought 
by volunteers from Militia Regiments, which has not been 
returned to such Regiment, will be notified to the Commanding 
Officer of it by the Officer Commanding the Regiment ox Coorps 
of the Regular Forces which received the article. 

802. Transfers to Volunteer Corps, if remanded to their 
Regiments, will be supplied with Clothing, on rejoining, in the 
same manner as in the case of ordinary transfers. See also 
Paragraphs 286 and 790.

Section XL 
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SECTION XXI.-PBISONERS. 


803. The Clothing in possession of soldiers (other than clothing to 
deserters) who may be sentenced to imprisonment for periods be taken into 
rarying from one to one hmidred and sixty-eight days will be ^tore. 
retained for them and re-issued to them on their retmn to 

duty. The Clothing in possession of soldiers sentenced to 
longer periods than one himdred and sixty-eight days, will, 
if required, be available for issue as part-worn Clothing, and 
on the return of such men to duty they will be treated m the 
same manner as deserters, (vide raragraph 816,) but if not re- 
quired for re-issue * during the term of imprisonment, their 
Clothing will be re-issued to them on their release. 

804. Soldiers in confinement on the 1st April will not, when Biennial 
they return to duty, be entitled to new biennial articles which ^^^}^ ^ 
may have become due on that date, but will, when they return finement^on 
to duty, receive part-worn articles equal to those in wear by the let April, 
rest of the Regiment or Corps. If there is no part- worn Clothing 

in store then new may be supplied. 

805. Military convicts in the Colonies, prior to embarkation Prisoners 
for this coimtry, will be provided by the Colonial prison author- from abroad 
ities, under the orders of the Governor of the Colony, with such ^^^t^f r^*^^ 
articles of Clothing and Necessaries as may be required to passage home, 
ensure their cleanliness during their passage home.

865. To defray the expense of renewals or repairs of the Benewals and

874. For the use of invalids coming home from Bermuda 
vid Halifax', Nova Scotia, fifty sets of warm Clothing, each 
set consisting of a pair of flannel drawers, a flannel jersey and 
a woollen comforter, will be sent by the Ordnance Store Officer 
at Halifax to the Ordnance Store Officer, Bermuda, before the 
1st October in each year. 

875. Ghreat care will be taken of the articles of warm 
Clothing so long as any remain on charge at Bermuda, so that 
they may not become deteriorated by climate or damaged by 
insects or vermin.

971. The Clothing of soldiers who have had small-pox, scarlet Articles may 
fever, or other infectious or contagious disease may be destroyed ^® destroyed, 
if so recommended by the Medical Officer, and approved in 

writing by the General Officer Commanding the Distect. 

972. It is, however, expected that some of the articles of Disiiifection 
Clothing can be cleansed by disinfection, and steps should there- artide*- 
fore be taken if possible to so cleanse them, care being taken 

that all danger of disease spreading is completely obviated by 
the means laid down in the Regulations for the Army Medical 
Department 1878, Part V. Section V. (Revised Army Regula- 
tions, Vol. VI.) 

973. TheClothingof soldiers dying of cholera will be steeped Clothing of 
iu water, dried and exposed to the air, and afterwards washed ^^era^"^ ^^ 
with soap and water. Such articles as cannot well be so 

treated will be exposed to the air and sun for a time, well 
beaten and brushed, and then fumigated. 

974. All articles of Clothing used by persons who have died 
of cholera, will, after the above process, be put away imtil the 
epidemic has passed.

976. Horse-rubbers used with glandered horses will in all forcied 
cases be destroyed. honea. 
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SECTION XXXIV.-CABE AND PRESERVATION OF 
CLOTHING AND NECESSARIES. 


977. Surplus Clothing remaining in store until the next 
general issue will be carefully preserved from injury by moth, 
damp, or any other cause. 

978. Articles liable to be moth-eaten will be moved and well 
beaten and brushed in the open air, and finely powdered camphor 
placed amongst the garments or articles ; but moving, brush- 
mg, and exposure to the open air as much as possible will be 
necessary in addition to the use of camphor. 

979. Russia leather parings, where they can be procured, or 
turpentine sprinkled on brown paper, are also good for the pre- 
vention of moth. 

980. The camphor, at Home Stations, will be suppL'ed by the 
Director of Clothing, if demanded, and he will also authorise the 
purchase of turpentine, if the quantities and rates are reasonable. 
At Foreign Stations those articles may be purchased by Com- 
manding Officers, provided the General OflScer on the spot 
approves of the purchase. 

981. Camphor will also be supplied for the preservation of 
Clothing in Ordnance Store, or Commissariat Storehouses. 

882. Boots or shoes, new or pai-t-wom, surplus in store, 
should either be well dubbed, or have a coat of neat's foot oil 
rabbed into the uppers at least once in four months, for the pur- 
pose of preserving them. The materials will not exceed one 
pint of neat's foot oil, or one pound and a half of dubbing, 
for every 100 pairs of boots or shoes. They will be obtained 
from the Ordnance Store OflScer at the Station as a free 


issue. 


983* Particular care will be taken that nothing but the 
ordinary blacking of regulation standard quality is used to 
blacken boots supplied with the uppers cut in the russet, as 
other ingredients harden and injure the leather. Three coats 
of blacking will be found to be suflBcient for the purpose, if the 
blacking be of good quality and properly put on. 

984. Commanding OflScers will caution the soldiers under 
their command in regard to the practice of drying boots at a 

fire. 

985. Instructions for removing stains from scarlet timics or 
frocks will be found in Appendix I. 

986. Instructions respecting the mode of treatment for 
Clothing infested with vermin will be found in Appendix II.
